Claim Victory 
In Game Bout 


Delay in Atlantic City in- 
junction suit tides amuse- 
ment men over season end 


ATLANTIC CITY, Sept. 5—dAfter a 
long hearing in Chancery Court last 
week, Vice-Chancellor Robert Inger- 
soll took under advisement whether a 
permanent injunction should be issued 
to prevent alleged interference by police 
in operation of certain games on the 
Boardwalk. This move will carry over 
until after end of the season, and there- 
fore amusement men and concessioners 
will declare victory. 


Thruout summer police have been clos- 
ing and otherwise allegedly interfering 
with small operators on the Boardwalk 
and it was not until they began “med- 
dling” with George Ruty and Louis 
Simms that anything special occurred. 
These men went to chancery and ob- 
tained a temporary restraint order. 


Result of the first bout between amuse- 
ment men and police has caused several 
other operators to make appeals against 
what they term “unfairness.” Latest to 
do so is William Johnson, a concessioner. 
Threats of other to follow his example 
have caused a lessening of police inter- 
ference, it is declared, and if final out- 
come of the affair should be favorable to 
amusement men, altho they will receive 
little benefit this year, it is pointed out

Scenic Craft 


May Walk Out 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 5.—Scenic Artists’ 
Local of the Federated Motion Picture 
Studio Crafts stands ready to call a walk- 
out of 3,400 members of the group over 
Paramount's failure to pay the new scale 
of $1 more per day. 

The trouble started when an artist en- 
gaged for one day at Paramount received 
$15 instead of the new scale of $16 per 
day, which went into effect August 29. 
Studio was notified, but gave no response, 
and. as a result, the local called out 35 
employees at Paramount last Thursday, 
and threatened to call out all employees 
of 10 other unions and 17 crafts in the 
alliance. 


Officials further state that they will 
call out scenic artists in every Publix 
theater from Coast to Coast having stage 
presentations unless satisfaction is ob- 
tained. Unless the demands are met by 
September 17, the balance of 3,400 em- 
Ployees from every studio will walk out. 

Eleven unions involved are the motion 
picture air pilots, plasterers and finishers, 
assistant directors and _ script clerks, 
scenic artists, plumbers and steamfitters, 
transportation drivers, operating en- 
gineers, upholsterers, machinists, paint- 
ers, costumers and carpet and linoleum 
mechanics. 


$10,000,000 in Advertising 


Ready To Be Unleashed Soon 


Mostly for radio, which is holding a record-breaking 
number of auditions—appropriations are held up pend- 
ing permanence of present business upturn 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5——Should the pres- 
ent upturn in Wall Street and the gen- 
eral better tone of business aold up for 
another two weeks and not prove to be a 
flash in the pan, approximately $10,000,000 
in advertising, mostly for radio, now be- 
ing held in leash, will be placed forth- 
with, according to one of the country’s 
leading authorities in a key position in 
the advertising field and considered by 
The Billboard an impeccable source. Near- 
ly all of concerns whose advertising is held 
in abeyance have been “looking” at radio 
talent and attending auditions every day 
in the week for the last two weeks. For 
the week following Labor Day audition 
schedules are jammed to capacity, with 
programs prepared so that they can be 
piped to any part of the country, all ac- 
cording to the pleasure of the prospec- 
tive client. Both of the major networks 
are up to the neck in such preparations, 
many of the potential radio accounts 
making no bones about using both of 
these chains as a medium for Hstening 
in on talent that might suit their fancy. 
In the event that the sponsors are ready 
to go, there will be a general scramble 
for the acts that have patiently au- 
ditioned for several different accounts a 
week. 


Considerable competition has resulted 
from the possibilities of both Ford and 
General Motors coming in for a fat con- 
tract. Chevrolet has listened to the 
cream of the talent on both networks, 
while Henry Ford promises to do a mara- 
thon with Old Gold cigarets, each of 
whom has been auditioning acts for 
nearly two years. 

Much mystery and secrecy surround 
not a few auditions, such as a recent 
Los Angeles program being piped to the 
New York studios of CBS via KFRC in 
San Francisco. This was the Jimmy 
Grier Band with J. P. Medbury, sup- 
posedly for the American Tobacco Com- 
pany. CBS officials state that Bill Paley, 
its prez, contacts the account himself 
and doesn’t always let everybody in on his 
business. However, CBS openly says 
there is little chance of getting Lucky 
Strikes, but perhaps it is Cremo Cigars, 
one of their old accounts, 

Both of the major networks are certain 
that the next two weeks will see the 
turn in their favor and the unpre- 
cedented series of auditions bear fruit 
in a rush for time. While some new ac- 
counts and renewals are in evidence 
from time to time, single station broad- 
casts and fewer stations on the hookups 
are the general rule. 


New York K. C. To Run ‘Pompeii’ 
And Circus at the Polo Grounds 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—As reported ex- 
clusively in The Billboard last week, the 
New York chapter of the Knights of 
Columbus, of which Commissioner Wil- 
lam J. Flynn of the Bronx is chairman, 
will sponsor a fireworks spectacle and 
circus combined at the Polo Grounds, 
home of the New York National League 
Baseball Club, commencing the night of 
September 27. Duration of show was 
not disclosed by T. F. Harrigan, execu- 
tive secretary of the order, but it is 
believed it will run from three to four 
weeks at the very least. 


Spec to be produced is the familiar 
pyrotechnic pageant, Last Days of Pom- 
peti, which Pain’s Fireworks Company 
will stage with a hippodrome ballet, 
characters, symphony orchestra and all 


the other classical adornments associated 
with the historic destruction, Title, it 
is understood, has been leased by Pain’s 
from Thearle-Duffield, with Frank Duf- 
field expected to be on the spot to take 
charge of the affair. 


An official announcement stated that 
the spec will be preceded by a circus 
program, “all the big acts from the 
Ringling-Barnum Circus to be recruit- 
ed.” Local Ringling office could not be 
reached for confirmation of this point. 
An outdoor booking office was known to 
have been after the act end, but, in the 
light of the Ringling angle, if correctly 
interpreted, fell down. Several contracts 
for the K. of C. date were handed to 
performers by the booking office, never-

Zoo Farm ‘Nighthawk’ Boarders 
Wouldn’t Give Eclipse a Tumble 


FITCHBURG, Mass., Sept. 5—Some 
interesting things were revealed at Ben- 
son Wild Animal Farm, Hudson, N. H., 
during the recent total solar eclipse 


A large flock of starlings flew to the 
highest elm tree on the farm and re- 
mained there during the eclipse. A 
dozen squirrels went into their sleeping 
boxes at height of the eclipse. Peacocks 
went to roost before totality of the 
eclipse, only two remaining on the 
ground. Swans left the water and 
tucked their heads under their wings; 
geese left the water also, and pigeons 
went into their cotes. 

The beavers at the farm, for the first 
time, according to Mr. Benson, came out 
in the day time. The beaver colony con- 
sists of mother, father, four youngsters 
and one unattached beaver. Some zebras 


and sacred Indian cattle left their yard 
and went into their house. 


Monkeys in the monkey house all got 
up on their shelves and huddled to- 
gether during the eclipse and remained 
there until it was light again. 


The elephants and lions, tigers and 
other cat animals did not seem to take 
any great interest. The chimpanzees 
ignored the event. 

Mr. Benson’s attention was called to 
the snake house, as 45 minutes before 
the eclipse the 27 big snakes began to 
move about in a very restless manner, 
something they had not done for 
months. The bears appeared uncon- 
cerned. Officials and scientists from 
Harvard and Yale, interested in zoology, 
were at the farm watching reaction of 
the animals. 


Tick-Tick-Tick—A Bomb? 
No; Can of Jumping Beans 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Sept. 5— 
Paul Turner, of Indianapolis, caused 
a “bomb scare” in the local post 
office during the week of the Illinois 
State Fair when he mailed himself, 
general delivery, a tin can of Mexi- 
can jumping beans to peddle. The 
man at the general delivery window 
placed the package on a shelf and 
before long heard a continual “tick- 
tick-tick,” something like the clock- 
work which he associated with a 
bomb. Other post-office employees 
were called and regarded the pack- 
age with awe. Invoking postal laws 
authorizing inspection of question- 
able packages, they opened it only 
to find the tobacco tin of the beans. 

The story was published in a local 
newspaper and residents rushed 
Turner at the fair to make pur- 
chases. He said it was the best 
advertising he could have obtained 
and it didn’t cost a cent.

CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—With the opening 
of the fall and winter season at Chicago 
hotels, cafes, night clubs and ballrooms 
less than a month away, extensive band 
bookings indicate an active season ahead. 
Some of the best known orchestras of 
the country have been engaged for lead- 
ing hotels here, and at the larger cafes 
and ballrooms bands that have made 
radio reputations will hold forth. Ken- 


naway, MCA and Amusement Service 
Corporation, leading orchestra booking 
agencies, all report more than usual 


activity in their line. Jules Stein, presi- 
dent of MCA, announces that his firm 
will have more orchestra attractions 
playing Chicago this year than ever 
before. 


Orchestras are already set for the 
more important fall and winter spots.

L. A. Theaters 
Battle New Tax 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 5—Los Angeles 
theater operators are up in the air over 
a new tax city fathers are planning to 
slap on their palaces of pleasure in the 
near future. 


Sgme time ago a Mrs. A. H. Blather- 
wick and a group of women said to rep- 
resent the mothers of the city appeared 
before the City Council and demanded 
legislation that would control the in- 
decent burlesque shows said to be operat- 
ing on Main street. At the request of 
Mayor John C. Porter the city attorney 
was instructed to prepare such an or- 
dinance. 


Drafted ordinance is now ready for the 
council to act upon. It provides for the 
issuance of permits by the police com- 
mission to every place of amusement in 
city. Cost of permit, which will run a 
year, is to be above the regular quarterly 
city license fee, which runs as high as 
$400 a quarter on the downtown de 
luxers. Ordinance further states any 
person or parties found guilty of staging 
an indecent performance in any place of 
amusement will cause permit to be re- 
voked. The police commission also may

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Direct Time 
Gains in RKO 


4 . 
‘Name”’ acts are included, 
but most are Beck’s fa- 
vorites or imports 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—Direct booking 
is being practiced quite a bit on the RKO 
booking floor, indication of which was 
given several weeks ago when Martin 
Beck, the circuit’s managing director of 
vaude, announced that he was agreeable 
to that method of procuring acts. Most 
of the acts booking direct are either fa- 
vorites of Beck’s or his European im- 
portations. However, there are several 
direct bookings of acts having unusual 
“name” value and whose salaries run 
into thousands of dollars. 


As an example of direct booking of 
“names,” the William Morris office last 
week sold two attractions which take the 
Place of complete shows. These are 
Rhapsody in Black, the Lew Leslie show, 
which was bought for two weeks at $10,- 
500 a week, and the George Jessel and 
Norma Talmadge show, comprising from 
18 to 20 people, the salary of which is 
$11,500 a week for two weeks’ booking. 
‘Ted Lewis, heading an F. & M. show, was 
also booked direct on his current engage- 
ment for RKO in Omaha. This show is 
getting $6,750. Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
Johnson, of wild animal fame, were 
booked direct by the circuit also, getting 
$1,200 a week for two weeks. 

Of Beck's European importations there 
are three at present playing for RKO. 
These are Bood and Bood, which has a 
string of dates: Gracie Schenk, in Tren- 
ton this first half, and Mady and Com- 
pany, which will play Trenton this last 
half. Two other acts which have been 
booking direct are turns in which Beck 
has taken a personal interest. These are 
Ola Lilith and Chase and McDonald. 
Latter, however, has split. 

Other acts working for RKO on a di- 
rect booking basis are Joe Fejer, who is 
at the Academy this first half; Bessie 
Remple and Company, in Lynbrook, L. L., 
for September 16 and 17; Paul Petching, 
for the Prospect, Brooklyn, September 28, 
and Dr. Jekell and Mr. Hoke, which 
closed at the Prospect, Brooklyn, last 
night. 

The local RKO agents lose additional 
chances of selling acts when the local 
bookers fill in their Mid-Western houses 
with acts from Chicago agents. Instances 
of this was Sam Roberts’ selling of Ro- 
gan and Trigger and Joan, Jerry and 
Billy for Minneapolis, September 3 and 
10, respectively, and also the Perry Twins 
for the State-Lake, Chicago, last week. 


St. Louis Agency Reorganizes 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 3——The Entertain- 
ment Producers of America, this city, 
have recently reorganized and plan to 
enter the theatrical and fair-booking 
agency field on a larger scale. E. R. 
Smith, a newcomer in the theatrical 
business in this section, has taken over 
the company. Joe J. Smith, heretofore 
general manager, has taken over the 
office of production director, while Doro- 
thy Ford is publicity director and office 
manager. 


Crosby Wants Troubles TIroned 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 3.—E. N. Crosby, 
“Bing” Crosby’s brother and manager, 
is in the East trying to salve over the 
differences between Crosby and Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System. Crosby was let 
out some time ago as a sustaining artist. 
However, for the last four weeks Crosby 
has appeared gratis on the weekly CBS 
“California Melodies” emanating from 
KHJ on a Coast-to-Coast broadcast.

On a long, glass-topped table 
narrow lanes are laid out and sev- 
eral speedy roaches are placed be- 
hind small numbered barriers at 
one end of the table while lumps 
of sugar are set at the opposite end 
of each lane. At the starter’s signal 
the barriers are raised and the first 
roach to get his sugar is declared 
winner. 

No less than three roach tracks 
are in operation at different Riviera 
resorts. 


Equity Limits 
Long Play Week 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3—The Executive 
Council of Actors’ Equity passed a reso- 
lution early this week which affects the 
stock showings of plays similar in length 
to Strange Interlude and Mourning Be- 
comes Electra. The resolution prohibits 
the stock manager from demanding of 
the actors that they should perform 
these or similar plays more than six 
performances in towns prohibiting Sun- 
day shows and_ seven performances 
wherein Sunday performances are the 
order. Should the manager desire to 
play any additional performances the 
cast is to be paid for each additional 
performance pro rata. 

Order probably aimed particularly at 
the road shows of the unusual length 
plays. Early. this season W. Wee 
trouped a company playing Strange In- 
terluxie, giving in some cases as high as 
ten performances weekly. Robert Mc- 
Laughlin played Electra for eight stock 
performances weekly at his Ohio Thea- 
ter, Cleveland. 


Hal Roy’s Quick Coast Trip 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Hal Roy, of the 
Lyons & Lyons office, left yesterday 
morning by plane for the Coast, going to 
the Lyons & Lyons office in Holly- 
wood. Trip was sudden, and Roy went 
by emergency plane. 


Canton IATSE Takes Cut; 
Four Houses Are Nonunion 


CANTON, O., Sept. 5—A 10 per cent 
reduction, the second within the past 
year, has been accepted by members of 
Canton Local No. 61, IATSE, in new 
contracts with major Canton theaters, 
the Palace, Loew’s and Alhambra, accord- 
ing to Charles Shumacher, business agent 
of the local. Maximum pay under the 
new scale is $62.25 for the week, and 
minimum $60.75. New scale for motion 
picture operators is $50 a week, with four 
men to a booth in the dcwntown houses. 
The three leading theaters have agreed 
to the new scale, effective September 1. 

Four other motion picture theaters, 
Strand, Valentine, McKinley and Mozart, 
refused to sign the new agreement and 
are employing nonunion operators im- 
ported from Akron and elsewhere. 


No Modern Music in NMP-FA Calls 


Depression Times 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3. — The fine 
point that there may be connection be- 
tween depression and modern music has 
been made by the directors of the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra, who announced this 
week that as long as the former condi- 
tion existed the famous and musically 
daring Leopold Stokowski would restrain 
his enthusiasm for modern music in the 
coming season’s orchestral programs. 

Stokowski in the last few seasons has 
been placing more and more modernistic 
works on his programs, much to the 
delight of the Left Wing orchestra en- 
thusiasts, but much to the dismay of 
the conservative Right Wing. 

However, the directors announce that 
the coming season's programs “will be 
almost entirely devoted to the acknowl- 
edged masterpieces.” ‘The directors feel 
that in times such as the present audi- 
ences prefer music which they know and 
love and that performances of debate- 
able music should be postponed until a 
more suitable time.” 


Chi Stagehands, Theaters 
Come to Terms on Contract 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3.— Following con- 
ferences held this week, the stagehands 
and theaters got together on a new con- 
tract for the coming year. Contract 
reads the same as the one which expires 
on Labor Day, but because of prevailing 
economic conditions the union is making 
a concession that amounts to a 15 per 
cent reduction from the regular scale. 
This has been in force for some time. 

Altho the contract with the musicians’ 
union expires on Labor Day, no new con- 
tract had been signed up to today. A 
number of conferences have been held 
and Edward A. Benkert, secretary of the 
Chicago Federation of Musicians, stated 
that it is practically certain there will 
be no change in the contract. 


Tremont, Hub, May Go Movie 


BOSTON, Sept. 5—Rumor has Tre- 
mont, formerly Erlanger house, taken 
over by Schlosman-Gordon Company, 
former picture house operators here, but 
retired since sale of their circuit, now 
part of Paramount, some years ago. 
Grind movie house said to be use, altho 
there is some doubt how house of Tre- 
mont caliber and capacity can come 
thru as a grind. 


Famous Paris Theater Passing 


PARIS, Aug. 29.—The Eldorado, Paris 
playhouse erected in 1858, is in the hands 
of the wrecking crew. The Eldorado 
originally was the de luxe cafe-concert 
of the city, but in later years switched 
to vaudeville, drama and farce. 


Kallet Takes Syracuse House 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 3—M. J. 
Kallet, head of the Oneida Theater Com. 
pany, has taken over the Uptown Thea- 
ter, Utica, with William T. MacNeilly, of 
Oneida, as manager. The playhouse has 
just been remodeled. 


AFM, Thru Weber, Again Asks U.S. 


Officials Not To Use Navy 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Joseph N. 
Weber, president of the American Feder- 
ation of Musicians, has apparently had 
the last word with Secretary of the Navy 
Charles Francis Adams in a controversy 
by letter growing out of the use of the 
Marine Band to furnish the music at 
the notification exercises when President 
Hoover was formally notified by the Re- 
publican national committee representa- 
tives of his nomination for the Presi- 
dency to succeed himself. 

Weber had protested to Secretary 
Adams that private musicians should 
have been employed to furnish music 
for this occasion, his point being that 
the notification ceremonies were not 
part of official life, the President hav- 
ing been named in his private capacity 
by a political party for the honor of 
succeeding himself. Secretery Adams re- 
plied, defending the action on the 
ground that it was the duty of the 
Marine Band to appear on any occasion 
at — the Chief Executive was pres- 
ent. 


Band 


He said ne knew of no word of law 
or of opinion of Congress which limits 
the Marine Band to play only when the 
President is “officially present,” as con- 
tended by Weber. He added, it was 
“needless, I hope, for me to assure you 
that I have every sympathy for the 
musicians who are now out of employ- 
ment, and I fully realize that circum- 
stances have made the number of un- 
employed very large, but I must permit 
the Marine Band to play whenever it is 
the legal duty of that band to do so.” 


In his last letter Weber said Secretary 
Adams had cited no law to uphold his 
contention and that this view had been 
disclaimed by Presidents Wilson and 
Harding. He charged that in 100 in- 
stances during the administration of 
Adams the Navy Department had been 
permitted to furnish music to the “very 
wealthy,” thus taking from _ poverty- 
stricken musicians a means of livelihood 
which was theirs by right and which 
they greatly needed.”

CLEVELAND, Sept. 3. — The second 
annual convention of the National Min- 
strel Players and Fans’ Association held 
at Hotel Allerton Monday and Tuesday 
was a decided success as a means of 
reviving interest in the minstrel stage. 
Attendance was good, and local radio 
stations fought for the services of the 
big names of yesterday. Minstrel senti- 
ment in this locality is more favorable 
than at any time during the last eight 
years. 

The first day was given over to for- 
malities, including a welcome to the 
association by Dr. James V. Gentilly, a 
member, as well as secretary of the 
International Magic Circle. Response 
came from George (Pop) Sank, retiring 
president, who presided. Reports of of- 
ficers followed. A membership increase’ 
was noted for the year. 

The Tuesday meeting was given over 
to election of officers and plans for the 
future. Members were pledged to secure 
five new members during the year... 

Officers elected were Dan Quinlan, 
president; Bob Reed, executive secretary- 
treasurer (re-elected); Will J. White, 
Canadian vice-president; Paul J. P. Don- 
ley, Eastern vice-president; Mrs. George 
Primrose, Central States vice-president;

Sank and wife sang 
one of their popular little ditties, which 
brought back memories of yesterday.

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ESPITE the unassailable fact that 
most of its elected officers are fig- 
ureheads or stooges (if you like the 
latter word better) the NVA is an organ- 
ization with which persons in the fields 
of show business allied to vaudeville 


should be concerned. The NVA, not- 
withstanding promises of cessation made 
from year to year, still collects moneys 
thru the co-operation of performers and 
theater operators and, from a_ broader 
view, still goes to the public for its an- 
nual dole. Therefore nobody can accuse 
us of trampling weeds in the other fel- 
low’s backyard when we hand out con- 
structive criticism anent the NVA Club- 
house and its hangers-on. 

Henry Chesterfield, secretary of the 
NVA and one of two officers rated of- 
ficially as holding down a salary job, is 
honest, conscientious and, we honestly 
believe, seriously concerned with the wel- 
fare of the NVA as an actors’ group, as 
well as the welfare of the performers who 
look to the organization for advice, as- 
sistance and decent burial when the 
final curtain has been rung down on 
them. But Chesterfield has a crowning 
fault, which we point out here because 
it relates directly to our criticism of 
the morale (or lack of it) in the club- 
house. Chesterfield is one of those men 
who prefers to say maybe to no, and 
perhaps to yes. He doesn’t call a spade 
a spade. He fails to align himself with 
one faction as against a faction that he 
knows in his heart and soul is not im- 
bued with the ideals consistent with his 
many years of hard labor as the out- 
standing worker in the NVA vineyard. 
This complex in Chesterfield (how ap- 
propriate the surname!) would have 
made of him an ideal diplomat, but 
in the present rut in which the social 
side of the club finds itself it makes 
the situation the worse. 

Let us be more specific. The NVA 
Clubhouse today does not cater to the 
better element among the small group 
left of what was once a great mass of 
performerdom. Not that everybody who 
dares step thru the revolving doors of 
the club is a has-been or a nobody. There 
are still fine persons who use the club 
lounge room and grill as their meeting 
place. Vaudeville “names” still frequent 
the place. But these groups are a sad 
minority. The social side of the NVA has 
deteriorated because the rabble, running 
true to form from the beginning of 
time, have been permitted to run wild 
over the beautiful club. They have met 
little or no resistance on the part of 
those who represent the cream of the 
profession. And, as is typical with the 
better class in any group, the more select 
individuals have retired quietly rather 
than remain on to fight against over- 
whelming odds.

We are giad to report that there is 
less of the turf club atmosphere in the 
NVA than was evident last season. There 
are less card games of the sort that be- 
speak outright gambling rather than a 
“friendly session.” There are less indi- 
viduals hanging around whose only 
connection with the show business is 
that they choose to make the NVA their 
headquarters. But none of these ob- 
jectionable features has been entirely 
eliminated. 

We want to be fair and therefore we 
resist the natural temptation of heaping

“Why don’t you say something about 
the plight of the vaudeville actors?” asks 
one of them. “What incentive is there 
for us to break in an act, going to heavy 
expense for costumes, drops and so forth, 
showing a week for nothing, then getting 
possibly a week's booking with half- 
promises of more work later—which 
seldom materializes?” 

There isn’t any incentive, brother, but 
what can we say that will help you? And, 
knowing there is no incentive, why break 
in an act? Unless, of course, you feel the 
urge so strongly that you're willing to 
endure the trials and uncertainties you 
know are before you. The theater needs 
new acts, of course; but 90 per cent of 
the talent that is trying to make a liv- 
ing in vaudeville is facing a well-nigh 
hopeless future, for the merely ordinary 
or even just “good” acts haven’t a 
chance. The other 10 per cent in the 
game have something more than the 
average, something that sets them in 4 
class by themselves, and they manage to 
keep working steadily enough to at least 
make a good living. There’s no denying 
that much worthwhile talent develops 
from the 90 per cent. On the other hand, 
there is a large part of it that has ab- 
solutely no chance of ever getting any- 


where in vaudeville, but as long as they — 


get a Saturday here and a Sunday there 
they cling to the belief that they are 
actors and will eventually land. But 
what’s the use—these things have been 
said a thousand times and probably 
haven’t turned one would-be vaudeville 
headliner from his course. Just stand in 
front of the Woods Building any day and 
listen to the chatter. It would be funny 
if it was not so tragic. Oh, well, it’s off 
our chest, even if five more inches of 
good white paper have been wasted.

The details 
of these meetings, however, could not be learned, but it is assumed that the first 
shows Warner and Loew will buy from F. & M vill be the condensed versions of 
past musical hits row being released and produced in Hollywood. Marco's visit 


here was extremely fruitful, considering 
the houses he got from RKO and what 
he may get from Warner and Loew. With 
Harold B. Franklin, president of K-A-O, 
and Martin Beck, managing director of 
RKO vaudeville, out of town, nothing 
further could be learned, however, on the 
rumored buying-in of 50 per cent of 
Fanchon & Marco by RKO. Most people 
connected with the latter circuit, tho, 
believe that the deal is cold. 

Besides RKO, F. & M. is serving Pub- 
lix and Skouras (Fox), leaving but 
Warner and Loew to make it 100 per 
cent of the major circuits. Both of the 
latter have used Fanchon & Marco Ideas 
in the past. 

Warner has options to resume the Ideas 
at the Stanley, Jersey City, and the 
Stanley, Pittsburgh, having dropped 
stage shows in both these towns late in 
the spring as a summer economy policy. 
Warner spot-booked vaude into Jersey 
City for a couple of weeks after the Ideas 
were dropped and then sent the house 
into a straight picture policy. 

With Loew definitely off producing 
shows 2gain, with the exception of those 
at the Capitol here, it is logical that the 
circuit is looking for moderately priced 
units for some of its theaters where

Arthur-Union 
War Settled 


Agreement reached by 
stagehands and Poli opera- 
tor—‘flesh’ to be resumed 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—According to 
the Fanchon & Marco office here, Harry 
Arthur’s difficulties with the stagehands’ 
union in New England were completely 
ironed out Thursday night at a meeting 
in New Haven between the present oper- 
ator of the Poli houses and union offi- 
cials. The details of the settlement, 
however, were not made known at this 
end. 

With the difficulties with the crafts- 
men over, Arthur confirmed the resump- 
tion of F. & M. Ideas September 9 in 
Worcester and Springfield, Mass., and 
Bridgeport and Hartford, Conn. Two 
shows are being produced here by F. 
& M. to go into two of these towns 
September 9, as well as play the entire 
F. & M. tour. These are Gus Edwards’ 
Schooldays Revue and a Circus Idea 
composed entirely of vaude acts. Jack 
Partington and his assistant, Harry 
Gourfain, are supervising the production 
of the units. 

Along with the Idea towns, Arthur 
definitely set the opening of F. & M. 
booked vaude in Meriden, Bridgeport 
and New Haven. Meriden will be a two- 
day stand, opening September 9, while 
Bridgeport and New Haven will be split- 
weekers, opening September 12 and 16, 
respectively. The Bridgeport and New 
Haven shows will alternate. All three 
houses will use five acts.

ERE have been remarks heard now 

and again, in connection with the 

reviewing of vaudeville bills, that 
the standards of the legitimate stage 
should not be used; that vaude is vaude 
and has different criterions, and that 
it should be judged by them alone. That 
statement is about as sensible as saying 
that rotten eggs have different stand- 
ards from fresh eggs and should be 
judged accordingly. There is no such 
thing as evaluating a show from a 
“legitimate viewpoint” or from vaude or 
tent-show viewpoints or anything else. 
You judge a show from entertainment 
standards, and that is all. Either it is 
sufficiently entertaining to hold the 
public or it isn’t—and whether it be 
vaudeville, legit, radio, torch singing or 
street acrobatics that is the criterion 
by which it must be judged. That is 
how the general public evaluates it— 
and it is precisely because of vaudeville’s 
insistence on standards of its own that 
vaude remains the weak and almost 
hopeless sister of the entire amusement 
family. 

? t t 


T MAY be argued that nobody expects 
as much of vaude as of legit. That 
is perfectly true. But it is also the 

reason why the general public stays 
away from vaudeville proper in such 
huge numbers. The only branch of 
vaudeville that is currently prospering 
to any marked degree comprises the de 
luxe shows in the big film houses. And 
they are prospering merely because they 
take the highest entertainment stand- 
ards and act accordingly. ‘They have 
the ability to corral “names,” they can 
furnish adequate production, they can 
work the show into a single well-knit 
whole and use a bit of intelligence in 
arranging it. Not always do they do 
these things, but when they do they 
have an entertainment that can combat 
legit on its home grounds and win out. 
That is why the public flocks to them, 
while the orthodox vaude houses all 
over the country go into all-picture 
grinds for the summer. 

If the general public could be taught, 
after all these years, to expect a lot 
from vaudeville it might support it 
again. Certainly intrinsically, as an 
entertainment form, there is nothing 
against it. It has merely been allowed to 
slip away into some Never-Neverland of 
ineptitude all its own, putting on things 
which it judges “by its own standards,” 
and resenting it mightily whenever the 
light of real entertainment value is al- 
lowed to penetrate within the corners 
where it lurks. It resents it because 
such light is bound to show the state of 
decay into which it has fallen. 


E time has gone by when the public 

will swallow anything which the 

Sponsors care to call entertainment. 
The public has been educated to certain 
standards, and it demands them; it 
wants flesh, but it would rather have 
superior films than inferior vaude. The 
time has gone by when the mere name 
“Vaudeville” could attract a crowd to 
the box office. In those days there was 
a criterion for vaudeville that was an 
entertainment standard, too; it meant 
an evening of pleasure for the customers. 
Now, patrons having different (some say 
higher) tastes, that old and obsolete 
vaudeville scale can no longer be used; 
the general public has cast it off along 
with hobble skirts and_ stereopticon 
slides. It wants entertainment on the 
highest possible level, and it is oniy 
when vaude accepts that fact that it 
can possibly come back. For vaudeville 
people to insist that vaude be “judged 
as vaude and not as legit” is precisely 
what will hinder that comeback. Vaude- 
ville should be good by no matter what 
standards it is judged; it is only then 
that it will regain its lost, rightful place 
in the amusement world.

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—An all-time low in combined major circuit vaudeville 
playing time for the stert of a new season has been reached, with less than 40 
weeks scheduled to be booked from this end October 1 by RKO, Loew, Warner, 


Fanchon & Marco and Publix. 


Last year at this time RKO alone had about 55 


weeks already open, or scheduled to be opened, on the Sixth Floor books. Loew 
then had 914 weeks; Warner, 5; Fanchon & Marcc, 34%, and Publix, 3, for a total 


of 76 major circuit weeks in 1931. 


Merry-Go-Round?

According to Belle Dow, the new houses 
her office is getting are: Rialto, Wood- 
bury, N. J., five acts, first half, starting 
September 12; Fox, Burlington, N. J., five 
acts, first half, September 12; Stanley, 
Bridgeton, N. J., five acts, last half, Sep- 
tember 16; Riverside, Riverside, N. J., 
five acts, first half, September 19; State, 
Penns Grove, N. J., five acts, last half, 
September 22; Embassy, Port Chester, N. 
Y., five acts, split week, September 15; 
Victoria, Greenfield, Mass., five acts, split 
week, September 22; Colonial, Utica, five 
acts, split week, September 22; Port 
Henry, Port Henry, N. Y., five acts, last 
half, September 22, and the State, Ticon- 
deroga, N. Y., five acts, last half, Septem- 
ber 22. 

The Dows also claim that they will 
book the Queensboro, Elmhurst, L. L, 
starting September 16 with five acts and 
three changes on the week. This house 
was expected by the Amalgamated book- 
ing office. Another house which the 
Amalgamated office expected is the 
Broadway, Kingston, N. Y., which the 
Dows contend will be on their books 
When it opens some time this month. 
This house, they say, will be booked 
with seven acts on the split week. The 
Willis, Bronx, will be on their books 
also, according to Mrs. Dow, when it is 
ready to open. The office also expects to 
resume booking the Harlem Opera House 
and Clinton here soon. 

Houses already on the Dow books are 
the Mount Morris here, split week, five 
acts; Smpire, Glens Falls, N. Y., split 
week, five acts, and the Playhouse, Hud- 
son, N. Y., last half, five acts.

Grock’s Repeat Farewell 


BERLIN, Aug. 27.—Grock, Continental 
clown and highest salaried vaude act in 
Germany, who gave his last appearance 
in Berlin prior to retirement some two 
years ago at the Scala to record busi- 
ness, prepares another farewell show, 
this time at the huge Grosse Schau- 
spielhaus, now Max Reinhardt’s property, 
before the war the well-known Circus 
Schumann Building. Grock says he will 
appear with a comple.e vaude show on 
same lines as in provinces and Switzer- 
land. 


The new season’s vaude pace, usually set by 


RKO, was taken away by Loew this year, 
which, instead of dropping time as RKO 
has done, has added five weeks in the 
last month or so. 

Conditions thruout the country in 
general, with the unemployment situa- 
tion in particular, are given as the rea- 
sons for vaude’s extremely low state. As 
Martin Beck told RKO officials a few 
weeks ago, good stage shows cannot be 
presented at a 50-cent, or less, admission 
scale. And, as RKO’s theater operators 
are reported to have told Beck, a good 
many people cannot afford a 50-cent, or 
more, ticket to a theater. 

According to the present lineups, RKO 
has but 21 weeks on its books as open, 
or set to be open by October 1; Loew has 
14 weeks on the same basis; Warner, 214; 
Fanchon & Marco, 1%, and Publix none. 
If an act were to be routed now by all 
of the named circuits consecutively it 
could not get a solid year’s work. This, 
of course, does not include de luxe or 
Idea time. 

Warner, Publix and Fanchon & Marco, 
the latter booker of the Skouras houses, 
have given little indication of getting 
vaude houses to any great extent even 
after October 1. FP. & M.’s one and one- 
half weeks will be composed of three 
Poli houses in Connecticut and four one- 
day stands in Long Island, Warner’s time 
consists of the Earle Theaters in Wash- 
ington and Philadelphia, full-weekers, 
and the Ritz, Elizabeth, N. J., split- 
weeker. These are holdovers from last 
season which have been kept going with 
vaude thruout the summer. The Publix 
vaude houses last season were booked 
by Lawrence Golde in the William Morris 
office. This circuit has given no indica- 
tion of resuming the stage shows. 

If the unions’ grant concessions, 
Warner stands the best chance of in- 
creasing its playing time to an appreci- 
able extent. Last year, around Christ- 
mas, this circuit put vaude into a large 
number of theaters, totaling about 24 
weeks, as an experiment. About one- 
quarter of these showed favorable results. 


Flesh in Two More Theaters 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—The Victoria, Dun- 
dee, a first-class date on the Collins 
Tour, reverts to full vaudeville August 
29. The theater will feature vaude pro- 
grams of eight acts topped by a well- 
known headliner. The Royalty, Barrow- 
in-Furness, which has been entirely re- 
decorated, will play vaudeville from Au- 
gust 29. 


Film Actress Opens in England 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—Mitzi Massari, 
Viennese sOngstress and comedienne, 
who has lately been playing in pictures 
at Hollywood and has appeared recently 
over the RKO Time, made her debut in 
England this week at the Regal, Col- 
chester, out-of-town picture date. She 
was well received and has been booked 
for London vaudeville houses. 


More Time for Gaumont British 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—The Gaumont 
British Picture Corporation, principal 
picture theater circuit in England, will 
introduce vaude acts into seven more of 
their houses commencing August 29. All 
ceven of the theaters are in the London 
area. 


Sherek Finds American Girl Act 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—As the result of 
an audition, Henry SLerek, astute booker 
for the London Pavilion and other thea- 
ters, has discovered Louise Henry, an 
American girk who has been featured in 
musical comedy in the States. Sherek 
will headline the girl, who does a sing- 
ing and comedy single at the London 
Pavilion and several other theaters.

Fred Waring and his Pennsylvanians, 
along with three regular acts interpolated 
among the Waring specialists, are mak- 
ing this week’s Palace show something 
to cheer about. Helping Waring and his 
20 instrumentalists, Tom Waring, Evelyn 
Nairs and Rosemary and Priscilla Lane, 
are Armida, the Radio Rubes and the 
Three Bredwins. Everybody comes thru 
in fine style, and tho there are minor 
defects, such as the need for cutting and 
some amount of respotting and rerou- 
tining, these will undoubtedly be taken 
care of during the day. At the first 
show the layovt ran an hour and 20 
minutes, which is a bit long. Cutting in 
a couple of spots, however, won’t harm. 
And finding a different finale will aiso 
help a lot. The burlesque drinking song 
now used is a highly amusing and ex- 
cellently done number, but it belongs 
earlier in the show. 

Waring and his band register solidly 
with their excellent playing, their Bo- 
lero rendition standing out so far as the 
band work went. They inject excellent 
comedy thruout the show, and provide 
arrangements that are unbeatable. Also, 
it’s one of the best staged and best light- 
ed vaude shows that this reviewer has 
seen. 

The specialties were all well handled, 
with various of the band boys coming 
thru in grand style. Outstanding was 
the singing of Schubert’s Ave Maria by 
Stuart Churchill, one of the saxophon- 
ists, as an interpolation in The Voice of 
the Old Village Choir. The Bolero rendi- 


tion above mentioned was the best heard ~ 


so far from a pop band. Waring has the 
instruments and the players to give it 
what it deserves, and he did just that. 
All the way thru, the band, with its mu- 
sic, its comedy, its solos and its singing, 
furnished topnotch entertainment. 

The Lane Sisters, a pair of pert and 
lovely little misses, possess excellent 
voices and know how to put their num- 
bers over for the best possible returns. 
They’re an easy bet for musical comedy. 
Tom Waring sang a couple of numbers 
splendidly, and Evelyn Nairs, who came 
out toward the end of the proceedings, 
did one dance that filled its spot nicely 
enough. 

The Radio Rubes, including Rufe Davis 
(featured), Artie Hall and John and Neal 
Labey, socked solidly toward the start of 
things. This reviewer is a sucker for hill- 
billy stuff anyhow, and these boys are 
ace artists in their line. They inject 
comedy, and Davis does a string of sound 
effects that are as startling as any heard 
around these parts in a long while. Went 
off to a show-stop and encored. 

Armida, another of the long line of 
Spanish-American soubrets, went thru 
the usual Spanish-American soubret bag 
of tricks. The boys in the crowd loved 
her, but it was only when she did a 
Spanish dance as her final number that 
she showed any remarkable ability. Pre- 
viously, she was pert and vivacious in 
precisely the same manner as Lupe Velez 
and the rest of them. Her getting down 
in the audience to stick cigarets in the 
faces of various of the customers (all 
male, of course) was distinctly out of 
Place in a show of this caliber, and 
smacked strongly of Gypsy Rose Lee’s an- 
tics when she was at Herr Minsky’s Re- 
public. 

The Three Bredwins, the other fnter- 
polated turn, scored solidly with their 
comedy acrobatics, which were absolutely 
sensational. They manage to combine 
amusing antics with outstanding and 
breath-taking acrobatics, and they went 
off to enthusiastic applause. 

The attendance at the first show today 
Was very light, but that can be explained 
by the weather. Today is the fourth day 
of the summer’s hottest spell—and it is, 
of course, also the start of the Labor 
Day week-end.

E. F. Albee, Cincinnati 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Sept. 3) 


Ted Healy and his Racketeers are the 
headliners here this week, with F. & M.'s 
Chicago World’s Fairest Idea as the sup- 
plementary entertainment. Healy and 
his confreres are naturally the big 
* thing. They work at intervals thru the 
running of the Idea, and, altho they 
pulled numerous laughs with their 
inanity, the act doesn’t pack the wallop 
it formerly did, due solely to the same- 
ness in material. It’s the Healy turn of 
old, with very few exceptions. The Al- 
bee’s regulars knew just what was com- 
ing next, cutting in no little on the 
turn’s effectiveness. The Chicago World’s 
Fairest Idea is fair entertainment. 
Nadine, dancer; the Russian Canine 


Actors and LuCille and LaVerne are the 
standouts, with the various gorgeous 
numbers, especially the elaborate finale, 
adding no httle to the vehicle. Jack 
Sprigg and his pit boys overtured with 
selections from Rio Rita, grabbing a nice 
hand for their efforts. Only a fair house 
at the first show. A Passport to Hell 
on the screen. 

Nadine introduces with a song the 
16 ensemble girls and follows with a 
likable bit of high-kick and acrobatic 
dancing, backed by the chorines. 

Ted Healy marches on here and after 
a few gags introduces his stooges—How- 
ard, Fine and Howard and the Stevens 
Brothers and Stevens, the latter trio 
comprised of two boys and a girl, one 
of the lads working in straight from a 
lower box. Follows the familiar gagging 
and horseplay between Healy and the 
stooges, all of which registered in fair 
style. 

Russian Canine Actors followed. Turn 
consists of approximately a dozen dogs 
running thru a clever routine on their 
own, with the trainer out of view of the 
audience. Canines do a few “vaude 
turns” and even a brief “sketch,” and 
their “acting” brought numerous laughs. 
A towering Russian bowed to a solid 
hand. 

Ted Healy and his Racketeers return 
to dispense of more of their familiar 
stuff, with Howard, Fine and Howard 
doing the major part of the stooging. 
It’s all hilarious stuff and was good 
for a huge bundle of guffaws. 

Carlyle Bennett and Beth Lewis con- 
tribute a good brand of harmony sing- 
ing, after which Nadine runs thru a 
fast toe routine to a strong hand. Ben- 
nett and Lewis take their departure via 
a pretty and nicely executed girl num- 
ber to sound applause. 

Al Bayes and Harvey Speck follow 
with a comedy turn that has action, but 
very few laughs. Comedy material is 
lamentably weak and extremely familiar. 
Their clowning efforts, for the most 
part, were silly and brought them noth- 
ing. Milked ‘em to a fair hand. 

Jack Spriggs’ tooters move from the 
pit to the stage at this point, and Ted 
Healy brings out his gang, including the 
wrestling bear, for their finale and 
funniest session. The audience ate it 
up, even the old stuff, and the Healy 
tribe bowed to a prolonged hand. 

The finale is one of the most gorgeous 
numbers ever seen here, rivaling the 
Follies in elaborateness. Everybody's on 
at the windup, and it’s here that Lu- 
Cille and LaVerne do their Russian 
dance routine, which is one of the neat- 
est specialties in the unit. The finish 
hand was a dandy.

Earle, Philadelphia 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, Sept. 2) 


Looks good at the Earle this week for 
the engagement of Roscoe (Fatty) Ar- 
buckle, tho the first show did not end 
to the full house that was found in 
the visits of previous Hollywood celeb- 
rities this season. The fact that the 
Earle began its show a half hour earlier 
than usual this morning may have ac- 
counted for the empty seats, as the pa- 
trons were filing in goodly numbers at 
the finale. 

Arbuckle’s act moves swiftly and won 
a good response. The comedian got a 
big hand on his first appearance and his 
announcement of his return to the 
screen got more applause. Act is mainly 
an exchange of clever gags between 
Arbuckle and a stooge in the box, with 
the stooge making a straight man of 
the fat star. Arbuckle introduces his 
wife, Addie McPhail, and for a finale 
surprises his audience by going into a 
tap routine. The whole act is sharp and 
crisp and has plenty of laughs. Arbuckle 
also acted as announcer for the winner 
of the local “crooners” contest, spon- 
sored by the theater, The Daily News 
and Station WCAU. Jack Olive, the win- 
ner, displayed a good voice in singing 
As You Desire Me. The contest was 
sponsored as a publicity gag for the 
week’s film feature, The Crooner. 

Bentell and Gould opened the show 
with a fast combination of xylophone 
playing and dancing. The mixed team 
are expert manipulators of the musical 
instrument and energetic dancers. Novel 
finale presented the music and dances 
of several nations, with the team danc- 
ing while playing the xylophone. 

“Peg Leg” Bates, one-legged Negro 
dancer, roused the audience’s enthusi- 
asm with his variety of steps in the 
deuce spot, while Arthur and Morton 
Havel and Company got across some 
good knockabout comedy in the third 
number. The Havels are supported by 
two attractive girls. Their routine is 
much the same, but the background for 
the new act is shifted to an ocean liner, 


which offers a chance for some good 
nautical gags. 

Carlton and Bellew have a nice easy 
comedy act that also found favor with 
the audience, tho their quiet delivery 
handicapped their offering. Miss Bellew 
is an attractive redhead who plays the 
Dumb Dora comedienne with a whole 
list of unexpected answers. Carlton is 
excellent as the puzzled straight man. 

Carr Brothers and Betty opened their 
act with some comedy acrobatics and 
then shifted to some remarkable bal- 
ancing of the more serious variety for 
the finale. Betty lent the feminine ap- 
peal to the act with her dancing. 

The next-to-feature spot was held by 
Frances White, as pert as ever and as 
usual a hit here. She sang a repertory 
of four songs, two ballads and two of 
her own individual style of comedy song. 
The act is attractively staged. 

Arbuckle followed, while the closing 
mumber was a peppy “Revue of Youth,” 
@ varied dance act with seven young 
principals, four boys and three girls. Act 
used a good modernistic setting fur the 
varieties of tap and eccentric dancing, 
while a colorful fountain drop was used 
to back up the excellent ballet dance 
of two of the girls.

Once again the State-Lake has de- 
parted from its vaudeville policy and is 
playing a revue, the A. B. Marcus show 
La Vie Paree. Packed house at the first 
show, but Judging by the stingy applause 
the customers were not enthusiastic over 
the offering. 


Like the usual Marcus shows, this one 
features nudity—or rather near nudity— 
and is in effect a glorified burlesque 
show with somewhat more “refined vul- 
garity” if such there can be. 

The production is a succession of cho- 
rus numbers and bits, most of the latter 
plenty aged, but put over nicely. Some 
of them registered fairly well. Costum- 
ing is okeh, some of the numbers being 
exceedingly pretty. An ostrich-piume 
chorus, with a male singing Just Drift- 
wood, was beautiful, but elicited little 
applause. One of the biggest hands 
went to a “Girls of the ’90s” chorus in 
the voluminous dresses of the period, 
while a semi-nude chorus earned only a 
fair hand.

The State’s got something this week— 
a well-balanced and entertaining six-act 
show having “name” value besides the 
film, The Last Mile, which moved in here 
from the Capitol.

Stage show has as its stellar “names”

After singing Down by the Winegar 
Works in hard-boiled manner he gets 
serious with a rendition of Pal of My 
Cradle Days, with interpolated dramatic 
reading. This got him a big hand. He 
then sang Is I In Love, I Is, singing the 
chorus to somebody in the first row, 
ending with a neat tap dance to same 
tune. Went over for a hit and had to

Tom Patricola and His Girls were next. 
Tom comes on in a raccoon coat, and 
after a couple of bee impressions is 
joined for some talk by Betty and 
Eleanor Wheeler. Tom then does an ex- 
cellent clog routine to tune of Dinah, 
which garnered plenty of applause. The 
Wheeler Twins then come on for a ses- 
sion of high kicking.

Barbara Rene and her 
poodle go thru some interesting tricks, 
and then Tom burlesques the routine 
with the aid of a prop duck. Act ends 
with Tom doing Some of These Days on 
his mandolin, adding some dance twists 
and the girls all dancing. Off to big 
hand. 


Richy Craig Jr., on next to closing, is 
still doing the same monolog he used 
here last winter, with a new joke here 
and there. This, however, di@ not retard 
his progress in getting the laughs, as 
everyone seemed to enjoy his subtle 
humor. His unbilled partner, a charm- 
ing little miss, proves an able foil with 
the card business and later does a few 
steps that the audience approved of. 
The note from the manager piece-of- 
business sends Craig off to a laughing 
exit and a hit. 


Jack Dempsey and Company (four), 
in The Roadside Razz, closed. A short 
trailer showing the highlights of Jack’s 
previous fights preceded the skit, which 
is the same he has been using on other 
excursions into vaudeville.

With a 
price scale such as here you can’t ex- 
pect much of a show and you don’t 
get it, Still those Bronxites bargain 
hunt for entertainment, seeking the 
most for the least, and as a result the 
theater isn’t faring so badly.

Carl Shaw smashed in the trey spot 
here as his acro dancing smashes every- 
where else. Shaw, assisted by a mixed 
team in this skit, had to speech to get 
off after working himself into a lather. 
Why some producer has not grabbed him 
for a musical does not speak well for 
the talent judgment of the legit men 
around, for this boy is one of the few 
certain dancing socks in the business, 
along with having comedy ability. On 
top of this, he has the necessary youth. 

Tyler Mason, in blackface, found an 
easy audience for his gags and singing 
and show-stopped.

Paramount, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, Sept. 2) 


There’s no chorus at the Paramount 
this week, but there’s plenty of stage 
show. The layout, which leans heavily 
on the radio for support, includes 
Georgie Price, the Mills Brothers, Sylvia 
Froos, Eddy Duchin and his Central Park 
Casino Orchestra, Colonel Stoopnagle 
and Bud, Donald Novis (held over for 
his third week here) and Will Mahoney. 
There are plenty of names to pull in 
the customers, and the customers are 
being pulled. It was a wait in the lobby 
thruout most of the day, and a packed 
auditorium once the patrons did get in. 
The fact that football’s rolling round 
again and the feature picture, 70,000 
Witnesses, is the screen's first football 
mystery may have had something to do 
with the crowd—but not as much as 
did the stage show. 

It’s an excellent layout, with all of 
the “names” delivering in fine fashion, 
and Will Mahoney, standing atop his 
Mahoneyphone, towering over the rest. 
He ended the show and he received the 
biggest salvo of applause that this re- 
porter has heard from a Paramount 
audience. 

Show opened with six gals as the tubes 
of a radio set (they'll be having gals 
represent the cylindets of a car in some 
stage show of the near future) intro- 
ducing Duchin and his band. Latter 
was on a moving platform in front of a 
drop of New York. They went thru a 
couple of numbers in nice style, and 
then Georgie Price, who emseed handily 
thruout, came out to sing one number 
and do imitations of Ed Wynn and Harry 
Richman. Price scored on each of his 
individual appearances, socking solidly 
later on with his burlesque adagio rou- 
tine, and it was a pity that he did most 
of his announcing over the p.-a. system 
withouu coming into view. 

He introduced the Mills Brothers, who 
came up on the raising orchestra plat- 
form (there was no band in the _ pit) 
behind an atrocious background of the 
sickest-looking sunflowers this. city 
boy has ever lamped. As soon as the 
first bar was out of their mouths the 
customers went into hysterics, and the 
enthusiasm continued until the lads 
finished the encore, which they delivered 
after scoring a solid, enthusiastic and 
completely deserved show-stop. 

Colonel Stoopnagle and Bud followed 
with their genial radio tomfoolery, get- 
ting the best results from their political 
radio program, in which Stoopnagle 
imitated the nasal drawl of Pa Coolidge 
to perfection. Off to a nice hand. 

The two singers on the bill were 
spotted together, Miss Froos coming on 
first to do Oceans of Love and a pop 
medley, while Novis followed with The 
Voice in the Old Village Choir (for which 
he got production of a sort), When Irish 
Eyes Are Smiling and, as an encore, Was 
It a Dream? Both warblers got over 
nicely, Novis especially scoring with the 
crowd. He makes perfect use of a merely 
pleasant voice and if he keeps on as he 
has begun here he’s due to hit the top 
notch very shortly. 

Will Mahoney closed the layout in a 
blaze of glory, scoring from every angle 
with his regular act. A lot of people 
here evidently hadn't seen the Mahoney- 
phone before and they gave it a sendoff 
that lifted the roof.

Roxy, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, Sept. 2) 


Considering the circumstances of this 
de luxer’s closing—the grief of the em- 
ployees in front and the consternation of 
the professionals in back on not being 
paid—the atmosphere of the theater in 
general and the show in particular merge 
for a major surprise. The old standards 
of S. L. (Roxy) Rothafel’s days are being 
observed to a “T,” both in the service 
rendered a patron and the elaborate, 
well-produced stage shows. 

It is really remarkable how both the 
stage and front ends of the house fell 
back into line on the reopening of the 
Roxy by Skouras-Fox in conjunction 
with the receivers. The most important 
thing about a theater, or any other 
organization for that matter, is the spirit 
of the employees. That this is in evi- 
dence here 100 per cent is to the credit 
of those operating the house, for they 
certainly must have overcome great odds. 

Undoubtedly due to the oppressive 


heat and the humidity of the last three 
days attendance tonight was less than 
half at the end of the third stage show. 
The presentation, despite entirely too 
short a running time, and the Will 
Rogers picture, Down to Earth, should 
draw better business with decent weather 
breaks. But it also must be remembered 
that the Roxy is getting severe stage 
competition from the Capitol and Para- 
mount this week. 

There are no “names” in the Roxy 
show, which is a portrayal of Manhattan 
in the past and what it may look like 
in the future. It plays exceptionally 
well and the production is excellent. 
Those taking part are Joseph Griffin, 
tenor; Eleanor Powell, hoofer; Mata Cora, 
soprano; Le Blanc and Du Charme, 
mixed acro dancers; William Ritchie and 
Company, comedy bike novelty; the Roxy 
vocal ensemble, ballet and incomparable 
32 Roxyettes. A couple of special songs 
written by David Stamper are used. 

What has always been one of the 
biggest b.-o. features about the Roxy, the 
Symphonic orchestra, is being capably 
conducted by David Ross. He has the 
appearance and the fiery baton wielding 
necessary to create an impression in 
directing a musical aggregation of 70 
pieces. The overture this week is Peer 
Gynt. 

Costuming, mounting and lighting of 


, the stage-show proper are, as said before, 


up to the old standards. The talent is 
excellent thruout, with everybody spotteq 
to the best advantage in the three 
scenes of the layout. Frank Cambria, 
managing director of the Roxy, and 
Clark Robinson, head of production, 
should, however, take all necessary steps 
to lengthen the shows far above the 
running time of this week’s presenta- 
tion, which runs but 31 minutes.

Capitol, New York 
(Reviewed Thursday Evening, Sept. 1) 


Loew is doing a commendable job in 
lining up “name” shows for its Broadway 
de luxer, a job for which it is reaping a 
just reward. The house has already 
gained an enviable reputation among the 
pop-priced theatergoers and besides has 
been grossing considerable sums to jus- 
tify the high-priced shows. This week’s 
layout is about the biggest yet in “name” 
and money value. What a galaxy of 
headliners—pass your glimmers over the 
list: Sophie Tucker, Jack Pearl, Lilyan 
Tashman and the Canada Dry radio stars, 
Jack Benny, George Olsen and Band and 
Ethel Shutta. Easily it’s about a $20,000 
budget. The film is Marion Davies and 
Robert Montgomery in Blondie of the 
Follies. If tonight’s business was a ba- 
rometer of what will come into the b. o. 
succeeding days, the Capitol’s due for @ 
good week. 

The show runs an hour and 25 min- 
utes, which is pretty long for a de luxe 
house, and unfortunately it’s made to 
seem even longer because of Benny’s slow 
m.-c. style and the long and slow start- 
off given by Olsen and his band. Still 
the Capitol audience didn’t seem to mind 
it because they were getting thrill after 
thrill in seeing these celebs, and Sophie 
Tucker comes on in midportion to de- 
liver a wallop that resounded thru the 
theater to score a decided show-stop. In 
addition, the show is staged very well, 
proceeding in a fashion other than the 
usual sieve-like presentation when a 
bunch of “names” are on one Dill. 

Benny is still the suave and clever 
m. c., working all thru the show to keep 
it pieced together effectively. His suave- 
ness, tho, tends to slowness, which hard- 
ly helps a presentation in a de luxer. 
The type of entertainment that goes is 
that which is served speedily and pep- 
pily. Te doesn’ take much time out on 
his own, preferring instead to work in 
with the rest of the bill. Most time he 
spends on the stage is with Lilyan Tash- 
man, movie “name.” 

George Olsen and his band, 18 boys, 
open the show, taking too long in doing 
it. The act, which includes Ethel Shut- 
ta’s singing at the finish, ran exactly 32 
minutes. Granted it is great and all 
that, there is absolutely no excuse for so 
long a running time, especially in start- 
ing the show. Olsen and his 18 boys 
provide a lot of nifty novelties, both mu- 
sically and vocally, and come across with 
some great band tunes.

Another movie “name” steps into 
vaude. This time it’s Owen Moore, and 


like a good many of his flicker colleagues 
he’s no great shakes as a vaude enter- 
tainer. All he does is garb himself in 
full-dress attire and stall along for 17 
minutes via a talkie short a la the idea 
used by George Sidney and Charlie Mel- 
son. The running time is too long, but 
it seems even longer because of the slow- 
ness of the act. Moore is lucky tho that 
he uses this idea as the basis for his 
turn, because he has no noticeable vaude 
talent. 


Coming on to a good entrance hand, 
he starts a slow gab about being able to 
play a jew’s-harp. Then he gets a tele- 
phone call from a girl friend, and the 
rest of the time the story is enacted on 
the talking screen with Moore doubling 
from the stage. Theme has the girl as 
the wife of a jealous husband, who sud- 
denly returns home and notices that 
there has been a man in the house. 
Hunts for him, finds Moore, and the 
windup is that Moore shoots the hus- 
band, wife and even himself on the 
screen. 


After all this slow action, which had 
just a few laughs, Moore holds the stage 
again to finally confess that he can’t 
play that mouth instrument. But by 
this time the audience probably didn’t 
care. Ran third on the six-act bill here 
and got only a fair hand. S. H. 


Fields and Hughes 


Reviewed at the Halsey, Brooklyn. 
Style—Comedy singing. Setting—In one. 
Time—Fourteen minutes. 


It’s an old-fashioned routine, but like 
everything else its very age makes it 
mellow. It has the sort of material 
which used to be the standard stuff for 
vaude teams, and the crowd here found 
it much to their liking. Fields is an old- 
time burleycue comic and a so-called fa- 
vorite of yesteryear. Hughes at one time 
was quite well known for his singing 
ability and, while nothing startling now, 
still can put over a number effectively.

When the Minskys Reconcile 


Central will play Empire shows instead and Broadway 
competition is stopped—wheel gets Albany house and 
new show also is added, both opening September 12 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—One of the fastest foldups ‘n local burly history of a 
Broadway stand that was going along great guns took place Wednesday afternoon 
when the Gaiety, orerated by A. B. Minsky and the Raymonds, went dark and off 
the map as a burlescue proposition. Situation came about as a result of a recon- 
ciliation between A. B. Minsky and the Minsky-Weinstock organization which is 
again aligned with Herk and the Empire Wheel. Instead of the Gaiety playing the 
Empire shows on Broadway, the Central on the next block will play wheel shows 


as it did last season. A. B. Minsky goes to 
the Central, and both he and the Ray- 
monds have an interset in the house as 
payment for their investment in the 
Gaiety which they agreed to close. 

This settles the fight between the two 
houses and sends all of the Broadway 
business into the one stand instead of 
splitting it up between them with lesser 
profits. In the meantime the United 
Booking offices, former Erlanger estate 
which recently combined with the Shu- 
berts, who own the building, heard of the 
reconciliation and proposal to close the 
house toward the end of the week to 
avoid paying a full week’s rent for two 
days of operation. The concern sent 
over its electricians to shut off the lights, 
part of which they control and partly 
controlled by the power company. Troupe 
found the house dark in the middle of a 
performance and the rest of the show 
went on with the aid of floodlights from 
the projection booth. 

All members of the cast and other 
obligations were immediately paid off in 
full and the following morning most of 
the scenery was taken back to Brooklyn 
by the Raymonds, who own it. The 
Gaiety was doing excellent business and 
was fast building up a city-wide reputa- 
tion for fine shows. However, it was con- 
sidered to the best interests of all con- 
cerned to discontinue the fight between 
the Central and Gaiety, less than a full 
block apart. 

Raymonds will operate the Star, Brook- 
lyn. and use wheel shows. These road 
productions will be augmented by house 
women, runway girls and comics. Half 
of the Chicago ensemble which Harold 
Raymond brought east to open the 
Brighton Beach will be used at the Star. 
Also Charles (Red) Marshall, comic, and 
Murray Leonard, straight man. House 
will open on September 12, while Facts 
and Figures, produced for the Empire 
wheel by Harold Raymond, will open at 
the Central instead of the Gaiety, on 
September 5. Raymonds are in the 
peculiar position of fighting the Minsky- 
Weinstock firm in Brooklyn and being 
partners with them in New York. 


Empire circuit has another stand, the 
Capitol, Albany, which will open on Sep- 
tember 19. Also a new show is being 
produced by Irving Seelig, which will be 
called The Mischief Makers and will open 
in Springfield, Mass., on the 19th. 


Arcade, Los Angeles, 
Quits Burly Shows 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 3.—After a four- 
week attempt to establish burlesque on 
Los Angeles’ Broadway, the Dalton Broth- 
ers have called it “quits” and folded their 
show at the Arcade Theater August 28. 
A number of the principals have been 
transferred to the Follies Theater to 
augment the show there. Arcade reverts 
back to Gus Metzger and will continue 
as grind picture theater.

This week the 
women are very much in evidence, there 
being no less than seven excellent strip 
and tease specialists. Comedy, however, 
lags a little and is somewhat below the 
Eltinge standard. This may be due, how- 
ever, to the excessive heat. Nevertheless, 
whether strip, comedy or a number by 
the ensemble, everything is well staged 
and lighted. Musicians in the pit can 
sell almost any kind of a number, there 
being unusual class to the boys behind 
the brass, as well as the hot clarinet and 
saxophone.

Germany’s New Season 
A Considerable Decline 


BERLIN, Aug. 25.—While vaudeville in 
the Fatherland is still recognized by 
American actors as a “vacation” due to 
its easy working conditions, with only 
one or at the utmost two shows a day 
and a full month in a single town, newly 
arriving vaudevillians from across the 
big pond have discovered that it remains 
a “vacation” if they intend to stay in 
the country after playing Berlin and 
Hamburg. 

These two towns are today the only 
ones that can afford American salaries. 
All other cities, such as Breslau, Leipzig, 
Dresden, Cologne, Dusseldorf, Munich, 
Nuremberg, Stettin, Hanover, are out, as 
far as “regular” salaries are concerned. 
The once famous Scala concern, with 
five of its own houses, today has only 
the Scala left, with the other houses 
(Plaza, Dortmund, Leipzig, Rotterdam) 
either closed or playing road shows. 

Large towns like Dresden and Munich 
have no big-time vaudeville any more, 
and the others cannot afford to spend 
much money, due to unprecedented de- 
pression, unemploynrent and _ political 
uneasiness. As regards the large movie 
theaters, no acts are played by any of 
them in Berlin, with 14 Berlin Ufa 
houses (the German Publix Tour) not 
employing a single vaude act. The cab- 
arets are out of the question regarding 
big salaries and so are the circuses. Ger- 
man vaudeville is truly a “vacation” this 
coming season. 


Philly Fay’s Labor Day Start 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—Fay’s Thea- 
ter, large independent vaude theater in 
West Philadelphia, opens its season La- 
bor Day with a bright array, of vaude- 
ville talent. The house will be managed 
as in the past by C. C. Spink. 

On the first program will be the 
Wheeler Twins; “Lovely Ladies,” a girl 
orchestra; George Broadhurst, in a new 
skit; Four Aces and a Queen, casting 
act; Nat Renard and Rome and the 
Wilton Sisters.

Another opening set for Philadelphia 
is the Aldine Theater, picture house in 
the Stanley-Warner chain which has 
been closed for two years.

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Prospects Dark for Road 
In Spite of United Office 


Lack of dough and shows expected to keep managers 
from sending our productions, despite better terms and 
conditions——necessary “‘names” also hard to get 


NEW YORK, Sept, 3.—Despite the pre-season shouting that the road was on 
the way to recovery thru the change of mind of the picture interests, who in the 
main held e@ stranglehold cn the showhouses, and the announcement that the 
Shuberts and Erlangers had buried the hatchet, the road is faced with even a 


worse state of affairs than heretofore. 


This is due to the economic and play- 


shortage situation among the managers in New York. For, altho realizing that 
never before has the outlook for road shows been better, they find that with very 


few exceptions they have no attractions 
to send out on the road to reap the pos- 
sible benefits to be derived. 

Even if enough plays can be obtained 
from last season's collection of hits or 
near hits, managers are faced with the 
inability of securing first-class talent to 
appear in these shows. Despite the bally- 
hooed anxiety of the hinterland cus- 
tomers for flesh shows, the New York 
manager hasn't lost sight of the fact 
that even in the road’s heydey of pros- 
perity it was rare enough for a second 
company to make a go of it without the 
presence of a “name.” 

As far as most of the indie road houses 
not on the books of the newly formed 
United Booking Offices are concerned, 
their plight in the search of legit at- 
tractions promises to be well-nigh hope- 
less. What with the branching out of 
the minor road-booking activities of 
Leighton and Leffler, in what promises 
to be a fairly large wheel of houses 
mainly of RKO, and their present in- 
ability to secure sufficient attractions to 
fill even these few spots, the “opry” 
house owner will find himself no better 
off than formerly, even as to filling his 
house for a two-week season. 

There will be a few exceptions when 
later in the season a few indie shows 
will jackrabbit around the countryside 
in the hope of getting a few potatoes, 
But, as a whole, this season promises 
to see this type of show a rarity. 

With the formation of the new central 
booking office many of the large audi- 
toriums will suffer heavily, for when 
Billy Rose last year.trouped across the 
country and played, as a rule, to an 
average gross of $6,000 a performance, 
many of the auditorium managers 
looked forth to at least a dozen similar 
shows to come their way. But now that 
more advantageous terms and non-com- 
petitive bookings are available, it is more 
than likely that the New York managers 
will shun these spots despite their 
larger capacities, due to the insistence 
from the central office that if they do 
contract such bookings they wil be 
barred from the major circuit. 


“Men Must Fight” Sold Again 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3. — Men Must 
Fight, a play by S. K. Lauren, which 
was tried out several seasons ago by 
Sigourney Thayer and during recent 
months received two different tryouts 
at the hards of summer stock com- 
panies, has been acquired for production 
by Joseph P. Bickerton. 

Show will probably be produced under 
the aegis of Philip Dunning and George 
Abbott, who are associated with Bicker- 
ton in his producing activities. No one 
as yet engaged for the cast, and plans 
are still indefinite in regard to a director. 


Ford’s, Balto, Starts Early 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 3.—Ford’s, the 
Erlanger-Shubert house here, will open 
September 26 instead of late in Octo- 
ber, as originally planned.

Hope Is Gone 
For Indie Tie 


Kline blames bankers for 
collapse of proposed 
merger of N. Y. houses 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—Harry D. Kline, 
who as general manager of the Chanin 
Theater was responsible for the booking 
of The Green Pastures when all the 
other chains refused to have it and is 
generally conceded to know his way thru 
the mazes of theater booking, has finally 
given up hope of ever getting the indie 
house owners in New York to associate 
with the idea of coming to an agree- 
ment whereby a standard booking con- 
tract will be offered to producing man- 
agers. For months he has tried to get 
the banking interests to agree to his 
plan and names the shortsightedness of 
the bankers as the obstacle of the plan. 


Kline late last season promulgated a 
plan among the owners asking them to 
agree to the closing of certain theaters 
in the interests of what he described as 
Class-A houses, and proposed to pay the 
carrying charges of the closed houses 
from the profits of the houses which 
were to remain open, the open houses 
therefore being in a position to receive 
better percentages for their share when 
the cutthroat competition had been 
removed. 

Kline declares that he tried to point 
out these several advantages, but met 
with rebuff from the banking interests. 
While the bankers were sure that they 
would live up to the letter of the pro- 
posed association’s rules, they were quite 
doubtful of the earnestness of the house 
owners Outside of their control. FPur- 
thermore, most of the houses are at 
present under a maze of financial com- 
plications and still more are being han- 
dled by court receivers anxious to man- 
age the houses for themselves, in the 
hope that they will be successful in 
securing attractions whereby they could 
reap the legal 5 per cent of the gross 
allowed to them. 


Road Show Season Opens 
In Rochester September 8 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 3.—Dead for 
the summer, flesh shows are slated to 
begin in Rochester September 8 with 
Another Languoge at the Lyceum.

DENVER, Sept. 3.—This city will have, 
according to the management of the 
Broadway Theater, its share of road 
shows this winter. The house has been 
dark most of the summer with only 
an occasional show playing here. The 
last one was Green Pastures, which drew 
fair business. The house is well equipped 
and ideally located for road shows. 


Oklahoma City will likewise have 
many road shows at the Shrine Temple 
this winter. Last winter the house did 
good business with the many shows that 
played there. Little competition is of- 
fered from other theaters, as there is 
only one house here that plays “flesh” 
regularly.

HERE’S been some squawk among 
dyed-in- the-wool vaudevillians about 
so-called “personal appearances” of 
the giants from Holiywood on the vaude- 
ville stages. The sun-baked supermen 
and superwomen seem like just so many 
half-baked supers when they leave the 
glare of the Klieg lights for that of the 
footlights. When they first began com- 
ing east, blasted out of their palatial 
palazzas by the bombshell of the talkies, 
they allowed their doting public to gaze 
a bit on the hallowed face and figure 
and then retired to the wings amid 
Salvos of applause. The applause was 
ominously prophetic. It would have been 
even louder if the customers had known 
how the Hollywooders would appear 
when they tried to do something more 
than a mere “personal appearance” turn. 
The laughter was loud and long at the 
stars who had nothing to offer but their 
appearances, so the stars began trying to 
act in skits, trying to sing and—cul- 
minating horror of all horrors—trying to 
dance. The results were something to 
marvel at—and regular vaudeville per- 
formers not only marveled but also 
emitted a few squawks at the usurpation 
of their field by rank and completely 
talentless outsiders. Legit went on 
unheeding. 


UT legit shouldn’t have been s0 
sanguine about it. Legit’s getting a 
few personal appearances of its own 

these days, and it’s none too happy 
over it. The latest and worst was that 
of Rod La Rocque, a handsome young 
man, in the title role of the elder Mr. 
Brady’s lamented Domino, which man- 
aged to open the new season and then 
died seven performances later. Mr. La 
Rocque had more than a little to do with 
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of DRAMATIC ARTS 
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E foremost institution for Dra- 
matic and 
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that death; if anybody wants to get 
technical he was Domino’s murderer. 

For Mr. La Rocque, altho ostensibly 
acting a part upon the stage, actually did 
nothing but make a personal appearance 
before his doting fans—not enough of 
whom, however, doted. He walked thru 
a light and charming comedy part with 
the delicacy of an elephant in a bed of 
violets and with the general intellectual 
insight of a community theater director. 
If anybody wanted to see Mr. La Rocque 
in the flesh Domino was the play for 
them. But if they wanted a bit of act- 
ing—which, judging from the results, 
they evidently did—they were plumb out 
of luck. 

It illustrates again the fallacy of de- 
pending on a movie star to draw patron- 
age to a stage play. The people who 
support the real theater are not in 
general those who flock around stage 
doors of presentation houses whenever 
one of the gilded calves of the Gold 
Coast shows up in person. For the most 
part they care more for acting than for 
the outpourings of the sob sisters of 
movie fan magazines. A picture star, 
per se, fails to get them into the play- 
house. And Mr. Brady should have 
realized that when he cast his play.

The 30 
days having elapsed, Blumenthal caused 
the picture rights to the opus to be 
put up at auction (either private or 
public) and he being the highest bidder 
bought Preston's share for two thousand 
bucks.

Ed Little Resigns 
From Sherman-Clay 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—Edward P. 
Little, music publishing executive for 
more than 25 years with Sherman, Clay

circles when he suddenly tendered his 
resignation to the music house last week. 

Little’s resignation came aS a surprise 
as he was known as one of the ablest 
executives in the industry.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—RKO ran into 
a little trouble with the musicians’ union 
at the Orpheum, New Orleans, yesterday, 
and for a time it appeared that as a re- 
sult vaude would be taken out of the 
house. In fact, that day Phil Bloom, 
RKO’s booker, already handed out can- 
cellation slips. Later in the afternoon, 
however, word came thru that the musi- 
cians would stay on the job. 

The circuit has been asking the New 
Orleans musicians for certain conditions 
and a reduction of the wage scale before 
it would sign the new contract, the old 
one expiring yesterday, but got nothing. 
When the new contract was not signed 
the musicians were ready to walk. 

The union's national headquarters 
here got in touch with the circuit and 
informed them, according to report, that 
unless the New Orleans matter was set- 
tled the musicians in all RKO houses 
might be pulled out. About an hour 
later the union again communicated 
with RKO and said the men would stay 
in New Orleans, but that a representa- 
tion would be sent up from New Orleans 
to arbitrate the matter.

WO years ago and more Chicago was 

the bone of contention for booking 

bands and getting well-established 
“names” to do their stuff for the net- 
works as sustaining features. CBS had 
the jump on NBC, particularly thru its 
“understanding” with MCA. MCA and 
CBS played ball for a while, much to 
the distraction of NBC, which couldn’t 
get a look-in on the Windy City orches- 
tras, much less the booking of such or- 
ganizations into desired spots. 

Situation became serious for NBC and 
it decided to concentrate on Chicago. 
The executive placed in charge of this 
band buildup had great plans it seemed 
and he did begin to help NBC to some 
extent, especially when Whiteman be- 
came established there. But it was still 
weak in a general way. NBC thought 
of buying MCA out, and J. C. Stein 
thought that $2,000,000 might be a fair 
price. NBC for a little while thought 
of offering half that amount. Then it 
planned to appropriate about $250,000 
for the purpose of knocking MCA off 
and save the difference in the purchase 
price. But NBC wasn't promoted for 
this sum so easily. 

Quite suddenly MCA sold Lucky Strike 
cigarets on its band ideas direct thru 
President George S. Hill of the American 
Tobacco Company, and MCA bands have 
done the honors ever since. Naturally, 
this had the effect of swinging MCA to 
NBC, away from CBS. Now the Chicago 
situation sort of works in reverse to 
that of two years ago. NBC has the 
Chicago bands and opportunity to grab 
the sustainings and prestige, while CBS 
finds itself somewhat in a quandary, 
similar to that that once annoyed NBC. 
NBC was always fairly strong in New 
York, while CBS has managed to do 
very nicely also. Judging by events of 
the last few months, NBC’s artist serv- 
ice no longer is going in for band man- 
agement on the scale it originally went 
in for on that sort of thing, seemingly 
bowing out in favor of MCA running 
its booking spots to great extent. On 
the other hand CBS continues to keep 
as many good bands as possible under 
its wing. 


EORGANIZATION of National Radio 

Advertising, Inc., which originated 

and specialized in electrical tran- 
scriptions, will again result in many 
music publishers receiving substantial 
fees for music used On such programs, 
as well as more work for the recording 
laboratories. National went into receiver- 
ship with liabilities of about $169,000, 
most of this being due radio stations 
for time. It is the plan of Raymond 
Soat, head of the National, to start again 
if the stations will agree to extend credit 
for time bought for e. t. programs so 
that he can pay all creditors in full 
within a year or two. Otherwise there 
will be but a few cents on the dollar. 
So far 62 per cent of the stations have 
expressed a willingness to extend credit 
should the receivership be withdrawn. 
It is possible that within the next two 
weeks arrangements will be made for 
the National to continue. 

National started the e. t. programs 
and initiated hundred of stations into 
the business. This concern has sound 
equipment that cost as high as $500,000 
and when it first began to buy time 
for these programs shipped out more 
than 100 machines for reproducing the 
records free to as many stations. Each 
one of these machines cost National 
$400, and the initial expense was na- 
turally very high. These reproducing 
machines were supposed to be used only 
for National's disks, but of course every 
program that was used over the station 
in question did not hesitate to use it, 
and National has made no squawk. This 
item in itself proved of vast importance 
and help to all sound studios and spe- 
cializers in electrical transcriptions. For 
this reason alone the concern is worthy 
of consideration in its troubles.

—Orchestra, singers and narrator. Sus- 
taining on WEAF (NBC network). 


“Yesterday and Today” is the title of 
this half-hour program which is pre- 
sented by Sigmund Spaeth, who acts as 
a sort of m.c. Frank Tours, w.-k. come-

AIR BRIEFS 


By JOE HOFFMAN 


With script acts looking like “the 
thing” for radio the coming season, there 
is a frenzy of work among script writers. 
Even w.-k. writers who have never be- 
fore written for the edification of the 
ether audience are now concentrating 
on banging out radio plays. In addition 
to this, the network studios are being 
besieged with scripts for acts from un- 
knowns, most of them amateurs, who 
have read somewhere of the growing 
value of a good script to radio and hope 
to proverbially make their°“fame and 
fortune by having one accepted. 


The only script acts which receive 
major attention are those of the 15- 
minute variety. Half-hour scripts have 
no ready market here, since the financial 
sponsorship involved is to high. It is 
also considered that the quarter-hour 
scripts hold more “punch.” 


Plenty of vaudeville bookings for 
radio acts have been consummated, with 
others being negotiated. Theater ap- 
pearances are of two-fold benefit to air 
attractions. First, because of the mone- 
tary compensation, which is a natural 
enough reason, and secondly because 
theater appearances build up @ larger air 
following for the acts. This has always 
been found to be the case. An air act 
that plays theaters for some time always 
reaches a popularity magnitude that it 
could not approach were it to remain 
exclusively radio. Among the new book- 
ings of radio acts are Russ Columbo, who 
goes into Loew's Paradise September 9 
and goes to the Metropolitan, Brooklyn, 
the following week; Buddy Rogers for 
Loew's, Jersey City, and the Valencia, 
Jamaica, after the current week at the 
Paradise; the Pickens Sisters for the 
Loew de luxers after two vaudeville 
weeks; Canada Dry combination, Ethel 
Shutta, George Olsen and Jack Benny, 
for the Paradise September 16; Mildred 
Bailey for Loew's State September 9; 
Harriet Lee’s option exercised by Loew, 
and Whispering Jack Smith, who plays 
Washington for Warner the week of Sep- 
tember 16, and goes to Philadelphia for 
Fanchon & Marco the following week.

THE EXHIBITOR 


Marked gains were shown in the Chi- 
cago area during the last two weeks when 
expanded policies of the exhibitors were 
made known. Barney Balaban, president 
of B. K., pointed out that the reopened 
theaters have been playing virtually to 
capacity.

&é& Wheeler, 10 houses; Picture Guild, 5 
houses, and several indie houses in the 
Bronx and Washington Heights. 

With the U. S. Theater in Paterson,

Hampered by a book that was several 
degrees under the average collegiate var. 
sity show and by a production that had 
weathered the vicissitudes of the road 
for the major part of last season, Fred 
Stone and Daughter Dorothy came to 
town Tuesday night in Smiling Faces. 
Stone worked hard thruout, creating an 
informal atmosphere that at times al- 
most hid the faults of the show itself, 
there were various rather amusing lyrics, 
a good dancing chorus perspired gallant. 
ly, Miss Stone was her usual charming 
self, Roy Royston turned in an eminently 
pleasant job, but in spite of everything 
the show just failed to jell. It’s a road 
company making New York one of its 
two-week stands, and that’s about all 
that can be said. Chiefly it was the 
fault of Harry Clarke’s book and of the 
practically nonexistent direction. 

The tale tells of Peggy Post, chorus gal 
who has become movie star, who marries 
the friend of the boy she loves because 
of a will insisting that the boy’s wife 
must be in the social register. Marriage 
is the only way she can get in. But the 
boy meets another gal he’s loved, which 
leaves Peggy and the friend somewhat 
out in the cold—for the friend’s in love 
with the other lass, too. So he and Peg- 
gy startlingly solve their difficulties by 
falling in love with each other. 

The wisecracks are even worse than the 
story itself, and, tho the entertainment 
does pitk up during the second half, the 
effect of the awful first act is never over- 
come. A couple of nance interludes, un- 
funny and unnecessary anyhow, seemed 
7 out of place in the archaic 


The direction, especially in the first 
half, emphasized all possible faults. At 
the beginning everybody looked directly 
into the footlights and spoke as tho they 
were paging Mr. Addison Simms, out in 
Seattle. Things quieted down later on, 
aa when the players got into the swing 
of it. 

Stone wandered in and out as the di- 
rector of the picture in which Peggy was 
to star, and interpolated a number in 
which he imitated Will Rogers. He is 
getting a bit less spry as the years roll 
by, but his humor, as ever, is genial and 
unaffected and thoroly delightful. Dor- 
othy, replacing her sister Paula as Peggy, 
sang and danced excellently, as usual. 
Charles Collins (Mr. Dorothy Stone, as 
he is labeled in Sam Zolotow’s Guide) 
handled only his dancing assignments 
with ease. Royston, after a bad start, 
settled down to do some ingratiating 
clowning, and a lass named Barbara Wil- 
liams did a pair of dances with a lot of 
wiggles in them. The rest of the prin- 
cipals were on the stage, but that’s 
about all. 

The Muriel Abbott chorus, however, 
was excellent, working hard, scoring 
heavily and looking infinitely prettier 


than the showgirls, who were, strangely 
enough, startlingly unattractive. 

Harry Revel’s music was sufficiently 
tinkly, and some of Mack Gordon lyrics— 
notably Thank You, Think of My Rep- 
utation and Quick, Henry, the Flit— 
were extremely amusing. 

There’s a reasonable amount of en- 
joyment in -the show, if you take 
isolated numbers and performers. But 
put them all together and they spell 
trouble for the management, at least in 
New York. If the piece goes out on the 
road again it may be different.

all the blame on Chesterfield’s shoul- 
ders. But in order to be fair we must 
allow that Chesterfield is at least par- 
tially responsible thru his equivocal at- 
titude. Going further, we can state that 
if Chesterfield were to make up his mind 
to stop all of it, little time would be 
lost in putting the NVA back again into 
the hands of tried and true performers, 
agents and showmen—to whom the 
clubhouse rightfully belongs. 

Not only is the general atmosphere 
around the club distasteful to us. There 
are also logical grounds for objection to 
the careless manner in which the club’s 
name is used by groups of ill or doubt- 
ful repute. Chesterfield is empowered 
to stop this even more than the atmos- 
phere abounding within the confines of 
the clubhouse. He can’t be expected to 
police the club in the uniform of a the- 
ater bouncer and throw horse-race dope 
sheets out of the hands of “turfmen”; 
he can’t very well drag big “names” into 
the club each hour of the day, and it 
is also admitted that he can't be carry- 
ing around a shillalah and tap ginks on 
the head who shout and cuss at card 
games. But he can and he MUST make 
it his business to prevent all kinds of 
organizations using the NVA lounge 
rooms as breeding grounds.

Recently there was a controversy rag- 
ing in performers’ gab circles about a 
certain organization that sent out girls 
with boxes to collect money to feed 
hungry actors. Our investigation dis- 
closed a moot point about whether or 
not Chesterfield had sent girls to this 
organization as canvasser prospects. 
Chesterfield denied having sent girls to 
the organization; on the other hand, the 
men running the organization character- 
ized Chesterfield as several kinds of a 
liar for issuing the denial. We are not 
concerned particularly whether or not 
Chesterfield gave the group his active 
support by the alleged move. But the 
whole thing is symptomatic. If Chester- 
field favors this organization why doesn't 
he come right out and say so. If he 
doesn’t why can't he, as the acknowl- 
edged friend of the actor and actual 
head of the NVA, set the profession right 
—and let it go at that. This is merely 
an example, and an isolated one, of 
Chesterfield’s indecision, the sort of 
equivocation that is impairing seriously 
the morale of the clubhouse proper. 

About two seasons ago another group 
received encouragement in its organiza- 
tion work thru Chesterfield. This or- 
ganization deteriorated into a “sports- 
men's” gambling club and passed out 
of existence after getting a free ride on 
the front pages of the dailies. To this 
day the NVA has not been able to live 
down its sympathetic affiliation with 
the group. It should have taught the 
NVAites a lesson, this incident, but ap- 
parently it didn’t. So will it continue 
to be from now on—one organization 
after another coming into being and 
quickly dying out to the NVA’s discredit 
—unless Chesterfield is rudely awakened. 
As we hope this will do. 

The American public, persons of the 
vaudeville profession and sympathetic 
showmen are giving their support to the 
NVA because they have had painted for 
them beautiful pictures of the charitable 
work done by the organization and its 
equally fine work in the matter of pro- 
viding a meeting place for performers. 
Tone mass of contrasting persons who 
are helping the NVA are not kindly dis- 
posed toward any of the other “activi- 
ties,” and it is well that the NVA house 
be put in order before the next drive is 
started.

O TURN to the contemplation of a 
more pleasant subject, we spent 
considerable time last week listen- 

ing thru our critical stethoscope to the 
throbbing of the innards of the Actors’ 


Dinner Club. We talked philanthropy, 
real philanthropy, with Col. Earle 
Boothe, one of the unassuming workers 
in this grand cause. We saw with our 
own eyes the gracious manner in which 
down-on-the-heel actors were being fed 
and temporarily sheltered. We had a 
glimpse, if you don’t mind, of one of 
the noblest movements in the entire 
theatrical profession. We made up our 
mind to give it every co-operation with- 
in our power, and this has been spread 
to the length and breadth of The Bill- 
board organization. 

The Actors’ Dinner Club, as those who 
have been following its happy course 
know, was eStablished in the Union 


Church December 7, 1931. For the last 
three months, thru the generosity of 
Nicholas M _ Schenck, president of 


Loew’s, the club has occupied the spa- 
cious quarters in the basement of the 
Loew State Building. It feeds on the 
average of 300 non-paying actors a night. 
It provides wholesome food, well pre- 
pared and served midst congenial sur- 
roundings. Not a paid executive worker 
in the establishment. Bus boys are 
actors, waitresses are cf the profession 
and among persons working in the 
kitchens are individuals whose moderate 
wages are being paid by the Emergency 
Unemployment Relief Committee. 

Charity dispensed by the Actors’ Din- 
ner Club is the brand of charity preached 
and practiced by Christ. The needy are 
catered to without being subjected to 
humiliation in any form. The food and 
drink are handed out gladly, graciously 
and in such a manner as to make un- 
known, except to the kindly ones who 
keep the wheel going, the identity of 
those who pay for meals as against those 
who receive them gratis. 

The Actors’ Dinner Club, despite an 
unfortunate impression created by well- 
meaning supporters and spread thru 
press releases sent to the daily and trade 
press, is not facing more of a crisis now 
than at other periods since Selena Royle 
and William Sauter began spreading its 
gospel. The club, after all, is always in 
need and will continue to be in need 
so long as it functions. The theatrical 
profession has given it marvelous sup- 
port—but not enough. A member of the 
profession who becomes a paying guest 
of the club makes it possible for a 10- 


~ cent profit to be derived from each meal 


he has there. This is not enough to pay 
the expense of serving the far larger 
proportion of non-paying guests. The 
club needs cash donations more than it 
needs the good-fellowship of paying 
guests. It needs cash support, moral 
suppert thru actors talking about its 
work to affluent laymen and, above all, 
it needs active workers. 

Contribute to the club. Tell your 
friends about its work after finding out 
for yourself. Go so far as to send needy 
actors to the club in order to determine 
for yourself whether its claim of feed- 
ing all needy actors is truthful. The 
emergency, we hope, will soon be over. 
It is planned to carry on certain phases 
of the work of the club when general 
conditions have improved. It will be 
a noble work, indeed, to run the club 
indefinitely as a meeting place for the 
acting profession, with proceeds above 
expenses being turned over to worthy 
charities of the profession. But this will 
not be accomplished until the work of 
the moment is successfully prosecuted. 
The club has the okeh of the Actors’ 


Fund, the various. sectarian’ guilds, 
Equity and the NVA. Where do you 
come in?

Television will be the entertainer of 
the masses. Televiz will be “popular” in 
the widest sense of the term. By this I 
do not mean that truly great dramas, 
symphonies, art exhibitions and other 
distinctly class features will not be 
played to intelligent, appreciative audi- 
ences. Radio today would quickly dis- 
claim such an unthinking suggestion. 
But, in the main, highbrow or arty num- 
bers will not be the meat of the mob. 

And most advertisers want the atten- 
tion of the masses. What gaineth the 
maker of a two-bit tooth paste to pro- 
duce, via televiz, a class drama, say @ 
Shaw or O'Neill play, when he might put 
on a sister act that would pack ‘em in? 
The highbrow opry might attract a bare 
10 per cent of a possible audience; the 
sister act should drag in 75 per cent of a 
potential audience. 

The molar-shiner’s sales should show 
an increase with a popular act; a class 
play might offend the mob. Surely they 
would be notably “uninterested.” They 
would suspect his paste of being high- 
brow or un-American. And the sales 
charts would voice their indifference or 
dislike. 

Class entertainment may come from 
makers of products with a limited, more 
Select, possible buyer. Or possibly, on @ 
sustaining hour. This is quite true of 
radio today and there is no reason to 
doubt its application to television in the 
not-so-distant future, 

And, while I’m on the subject of en- 
tertainment, I may add that television 
will demand a terrific amount of ma- 
terial. The wise performer, producer and 
continuity writer sees this oncoming 
market and study the requirements and 
limitations of television. 


Lafount Sees Televiz Future 


“Television's scientific practicability 
is inevitable.” Such are the words of the 
cautious caretaker of the ether waves, 
Harold A. Lafount, Federal Radio Com- 
missioner. Lafount, who has the rep 
of thinking twice before speaking, re- 
ports that television’s one big problem 
is to develop apparatus cheap enough 
to hit the general market. “Reports 
from experimental laboratories reveal 
that slowly but steadily and inevitably 
the scientific barriers are being sur- 
mounted,” he said. “The chief problem 
is to cut down manufacturing and op- 
erating expenses so television will be- 
come a commercial industry.”

To encourage city and county registra- 
tions a week or two ago Maylon offered a 
free seat to any and all qualified voters 
who could prove it by exhibiting his or 
her registration card. Now, as a rule, 
there are two major political factions in 
every city. The “ins” are prone to dis- 
courage this thing of increasing the 
electorate. The “outs” are enthusiastic 
whoopers-up for a larger registration 
list. It will be interesting to learn what 
was the effect on subsequent seat sales 
at the Maylon Theater of Maylon’s 
“free-seats-for-voters” ballyhoo.

Alex Hyde

HIS CHARMERS 

Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Band 
and specialties. Setting—In three (spe- 
cial). Time—Nineteen minutes. 

An excellent band act, with the 12 
pretty lasses who play the instruments 
lending an added appeal, the blending 
of yellows and golds in the costumes and 
drop giving pictorial beauty, and Hyde's 
excellent knowledge of real music (which, 
unlike most popular performers, he isn’t 
afraid to display) bringing the turn far 
above the usual vaude band outfit. It’s 
a sure-fire act, and in every way it de- 
serves to be. 

Opens with the band doing a hot 
number in excellent style, and then Hyde 
introduces little Ruth Burns, a fetching 


lass, who sings over the mike with a 
throaty and heavy-appeal voice that 
should be a sure radio bet. This is fol- 


lowed by a specialty in which one of the 
pianists tap dances and plays the ivories 
at the same time, an outstanding rou- 
tine. A trio, including Miss Burns, sings 
the Skat Song over the mike, and then 


. 


one of the trumpeters is spotted for a 
bit of solo work. Hyde himself follows 
with imitations of Pablo Casales and 
Fritz Kreisler playing My Silent Love. 
Altho the first named is a cellist, Hyde 
works both numbers with his fiddle and 
does them excellently, the Kreisler take- 
off particularly being highly amusing. 
Miss Burns doesn’t do so well with some 
radio imitations as she does with her 
straight singing, and then a girl acro 
dancer comes on for one number. The 
finale and real meat of the act comes 
when Hyde steps down in the pit to lead 
both the pit boys and his own gals thru 
a hunk of Tschaikowsky’s Fourth Sym- 
phony. The marvel of that is not that it 
was played well, but that it was played at 
all in a vaude house. Hyde’s courage in 
trying it and his immense cleverness in 
scoring it for a jazz orchestra are both 
to be hugely commended. Surprisingly 
enough, the combined bands, under 
Hyde’s baton waving, did very creditably 
by it—and more surprising still, the cus- 
tomers loved it. Act closed in a thunder 
of applause, and Hyde on his bowoff 
gave the pit boys a hand. 

A thoroly entertaining and thoroly ex- 
cellent act, the kind that gives you re- 
newed confidence in the future of vaude.

Reviewed at the Capitol. Style—Come- 
edy. Setting—Full stage (special). Time 
—Fourteen minutes. 

This is Leon Errol’s first time in a pop- 
priced theater in years, therefore the 
new act rating, altho his vehicle is his 
old bedroom drunk bit, in which he gets 
careless with a flock of antiques and 
smashes a fortune in service, a statue 
and vase. His rubber-legs panto work 
was perfect for a theater of this size and 
had the audience roaring thruout the 
bedroom scene and subsequent bit on 
apron. The latter was an impression of 
a drunk mailing a letter and came as an 
extra piece of business by Errol in this 
presentation. 

The comedian, whose collapsible gams 
made him famous in musicals and later 
in pictures, is a safe bet for any vaude- 
filmer with the act he presented at the 
Capitol. An unbilled male is in his 
assist as a butler panic-stricken over the 
welfare of the antiques with the drunk- 
en Errol around. The high state of sus- 
pense worked up by the pair before the 
actual smashing commences is a perfect 
buildup. 

Errol’s work here held up a “name”= 
laden show which did not play anywhere 
near its appearance on paper, as well as 
offsetting the morose picture version of 
The Last Mile. He is doubly suitable to 
vaude because of his b.-0. value, J. S.

This new act which Ann Pennington, 
well-known Broadway dancer, coskippers 
with Charles Judels, movie comedian, is 
an entertaining little turn. Naturally 
would be with Judels to supply the com- 
edy and Miss Pennington to furnish the 
s. a. and legging besides some song-dance 
work from Wally Coyle and line handling 
from Roy Roberts. Still the act needs 
some fixing as the production and rou- 
tining is rather crude and in an unfin- 
ished state. If some attention were giv- 
en to this, the act would look and work 
a whole lot better. 

As it runs now, Miss Pennington is 
spotted here and there in some of het 
peppy and personable stepping, working 
singly and with Coyle. Judels, who did 
m. c. when reviewed, plies his comedy in 
an amusing little skit. Coyle, besides 
working with Miss Pennington, is on his 
own with song-dance routines such 4s 
Minnie the Moocher’s Wedding Day. Rob- 
erts does nice work of his lines in the 
skit. All in all, they are a capable quar- 
tet of performers. 

The skit-is along familiar lines, but 
treated and handled capably for good 
laugh results. Idea has Roberts inviting 
Judels up to his house, the latter being 
a buyer. When they get home Roberts 
learns from his wife, Miss Pennington, 
that the maid quit.

Cotton Aids 
Texas Shows 


Price is highest in two 
years—pickup noticeable, 
Col. Swain says 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 5.—Depression’s 
dark cloud is lifting in Texas and busi- 
ness in general has shown a substantial 
increase since the price of cotton jumped 
$5 a bale a couple of weeks back, ac- 
cording to word just received from Col. 
W. I. Swain, whose company bearing his 
name is currently touring the Lone Star 
State, 

Writing from Marlin, Tex., Col. Swain 
says: “Increase in business is noticeable. 
Approximately 100,000 cotton pickers will 
be in the field by September 10. On the 
day following the $5 rise in cotton we 
needed ‘soft’ change for the first time 
since we have been in the State to take 
care of the $5 and $10 bills. When 
checking up the following morning it 
looked mighty good to see several 5s 
and a few 10s in the roll. Banks must 
have said ‘come and get it.’ All windows 
were busy and many of the banks have 
called back their former clerks. 

“Since the $5-a-bale jump in cotton 
the price has continued to climb until 
row it is at its highest level in two 
years. Cattle, too, has jumped $4 per 
hundredweight, and there are a lot of 
cows in Texas. The tent-show business 
has passed thru a great calamity, but 
from all indications it is all over now.” 

The Swain show has been in Texas for 
more than a year, playing many of the 
towns two weeks. During that time the 
show has had five losing weeks. With 
the exception of the Harley Sadler Show, 
the Swain organization is the largest 
tent show in the State. 

The reputable tent-show Managers 
operating in Texas have been dealt a 
severe blow in recent months by several 
sharpshooting tent-show managers who 
have been resorting to all sorts of gyps 
to bilk the public, Col. Swain says. As 
a result, many Texas towns have been 
closed to tented attractions of ail kinds, 
and in many spots antagonistic ordi- 
nances have been passed against the tent 
shows. 


Indian George Seriously Tl 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 3.—Frank Del- 
maine, Equity representative with head- 
quarters in Chicago, informs the local 
office of The Billboard that George Van- 
dervilt, familiarly known in repertoire 
circles as Indian George, is seriously ill 
at his home, 1318 Stemmonds avenue, 
Dallas, Tex. Mr. Vandervilt is suffering 
from a complication of cancers, according 
to Mrs. Vandervilt, and the doctors don’t 
give him much longer to live, Delmaine 
says. He is suffering terribly and is 
given a hyperdermic every three hours. 
All of Indian George’s friends are urged 
to drop him a line. The Vandervilts are 
reported to be in dire financial circum- 
stances.

Sucker Lists in the Theater 


Salesmen of stocks and other more 
substantial forms of values have lists of 
persons who, at some time or other, have 
shown susceptibility to such investments. 
In the frank language of their kind these 
nemes are known as “sucker lists” and a 
good list is of great value. 

The same principle seems to apply to 
producers of a certain type in the thea- 
ter. They have noted the casts of the 
various “vaudeville-revues” which were 
attempted (and which failed) recently. 
They have attempted to engage players 
in these productions for others of the 
same kind. 

But, even if the players had not 
learned their lessons all too well from 
the unhappy fate which befell these pro- 
ductions (which operated and failed 
without benefit of Equity conditions and 
Equity protection), the Actors’ Equity 
Association has stepped in to stop the 
practice by a Council resolution which 
requires members for all, except straight 
vaudeville shows, to submit their con- 
tracts to Equity and to obtain Equity’s 
approval before they sign those contracts. 

So those particular sucker lists may 
as well be torn up right now. 


Lose Retainer Fee Right 


The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals has recently ruled on a case 
which supported Equity’s contentions 
during those months when it was fight- 
ing for the right to prescribe conditions 
under which employment agencies might 
serve its members. 

The case was that of the National Em- 
ployment Exchange, created some 25 
years ago by a group of financiers, in- 
cluding John D. Rockefeller, J. Pierpont 
Morgan and others to place clerical and 
executive workers. 

It was the practice of this agency to 
charge a retainer fee prior to its effort 
to find work for him. This was ostensi- 
bly to make a study of the applicant and 
his peculiar abilities or the particular 
needs of the field in which he was seek- 
ing employment. It was, of course, just 
such a fee as actors used to be required 
to pay at some agencies in order to per- 
suade the agency to undertake their 
Placement. 

On October 29, 1931, James F. Ger- 
aghty, Commissioner of Licenses for New 
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York City, called the manager of the 
National Employment Exchange into a 
conferenc® at which the Commissioner 
objected to certain of its practices, spe- 
cifically that of collecting the retainer 
fee, and warned the agency that if it dia 
not desist he would revoke its license. 

The agency made a response with 
which Equity is all too familiar—it fled 
to court and obtained an injunction re- 
straining Commissioner Geraghty from 
revoking its license pending a decision 
of the case. It was from that injunction 
that an appeal was taken to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

Judge Augustus N. Hand, an able and 
experienced jurist, wrote the opinion 
which was concurred in by Judges 
Learned, Hand and Harris B. Chase, in 
which this interesting and significant 
paragraph defined the attitude of the 
court to the conflicting contentions: 

“It seems incredible,” wrote Judge 
Hand, “that a codification of business 
practice, adopted largely in the interest 
of fair dealing, can be regarded as an 
unlawful usurpation of legislative pow- 
ers. 

“Undoubtedly under the New York Act 
and that of many other States the suc- 
cessful cases pay for the unsuccessful, 
and the employment agency takes the 
risk of getting enough jobs for workers 
to enable it to carry on its business. 
Continuance of the business, as in fire, 
life or accident insurance, depends on 
the capacity of those managing it to ad- 
just their charges to the contingency in- 
volved. 

“It has been suggested that the ‘cleri- 
cal and executive workers’ do not need 
any legislative protection. This obvious- 
ly is not true of ‘clerical workers’ and 
we have no reason to suppose that the 
term ‘executive workers’ relates to of- 
ficials of railroads or industrial corpora- 
tions. It related rather to the number- 
less ‘executive workers’ who naturally 
seek work thru commercial agencies.” 

So the lower Federal Court was direct- 
ed to dismiss the suit against the city 
and the injunction issued by Federal 
Judge Alfred C. Coxe was voided. 

But for the terms “clerical workers” 
and “executive workers” substitute ac- 
tors and stars or featured players and 
you have the situation which Equity 
was forced to correct for the benefit of 
its members. 

This decision merely ratified in a grati- 
fying manner Equity’s contention all 
along that this matter of the channels 
of employment was one in which the 
public had an interest and in which 
public and semi-public agencies were 
justified in setting up regulations for the 
protection of those who had to seek em- 
ployment thru the agencies. 


Theater Is Not a Sweat Shop 


A producer with a stock company in a 
large city acquired one of the longer 
plays of Eugene O'Neill. And to his hor- 
rified company he announced that he 
would give 10 performances a week of it 
—or else! The else is this case meant 
a corresponding reduction in salary 

An appeal was taken to Equity which 
ruled that this was an exceptional play 
to which the ordinary regulations of 
stock did not apply and that the limit 
of performances in a week would be 
seven. 

As far as Equity is concerned, the the- 
ater will not be allowed to degenerate 
into a sweat shop for the actors.

Members working in a company in 
which a week-to-week notice is posted 
may leave that company at the end of 
any week providing they have told the 
management on Monday night that they 
are accepting the week-to-week notice 
and will close the following Saturday. 
On the other hand, the management may 
not dismiss any individual member on 


“the week’s notice—the notice is for the 


closing of an entire company, not for 
the closing of an individual. 
Some managements have complained 


that this is a one-sided ruling. We do 


not feel that it is. Members working on 
a week-to-week notice have no security 
in their engagement. It is not a definite 
notice. They have no way of knowing on 
any Monday whether or not it is their 
last week, therefore, unless they are giv- 
en the privilege of accepting it as a defi- 
nite notice if they so wish it is impossi- 
ble for them to make plans for future 
engagements. When a definite closing 
notice is posted any member knows that 
at the end of the week his engagement 
is thru and he must look for other em- 
ployment—when the week-to-week no- 
tice is posted he has no certainty. The 
week-to-week notice is a protection to 
the management, not to the member. 
The penalty he pays for that protection 
is the uncertainty as to whether any 
member of his company may accept it. 

We do insist, however, that our mem- 
bers announce their intention of accept- 
ing the notice on the Monday preceding 
the Saturday they close. We are not in- 
terested in the protection of any single 
member, but in the protection of all of 
our members. It is possible, in a com- 
pany in which a week-to-week notice has 
been posted, that half of the chorus 
might decide to leave in one week, which 
might close the production and cause a 
loss of employment to the balance of the 
company. It is for that reason that we 
insist that the member leaving announce 
his intention on Monday night in order 
that the management may have an op- 
portunity to rehearse new people. 

During the summer many of our mem- 
bers have accepted the hospitality of the 
Actors’ Dinner Club, others have asked 
aid of the Actors’ Fund. With the ac- 
tivity of the new season some of these 
people now have work—but there are 
still many who are unemployed. 

For that reason we feel that members 
who are employed should join the Actors’ 
Fund, the dues of which are $2 a year, 
and should make some contribution to 
the Actors’ Dinner Club. Those who 
have accepted aid owe this. Those who 
have not may need aid in’ the future 
and, if they do not, should be more than 
willing, in their good fortune, to make 
contributions to the charities that have 
aided their less fortunate fellow workers. 

The Chorus Equity has applications for 
membership in the Actors’ Fund and 
we are willing to take your application 
and dues and forward them to the Fund, 
providing you do not wish yourself to 
go to the Fund offices. Members wish- 
ing to make donations to the Actors’ 
Dinner Club may do so directly or may 
do so thru this office. 

Members are again reminded of the 
Chorus Equity dancing classes, tap, acro- 
batic and ballet. The cost is only 50 
cents an hour, there is a scholarship for 
those who cannot pay this minimum 
charge. If you regard the theater as 
your profession you must realize that 
only thru study and hard work can you 
hope to reach the top in your profession. 
Competition is keen. You cannot start 
too soon in preparing yourselves for this 
competition. Register now in the danc- 
ing classes.

Little Theaters 


Communications to 251 West 42d 
Street, New York. 


By a strange coincidence on the week 


that this cclumn led off with a plea 
for a national organization of little 
theaters, Georgia C. Smith, of Thesta, 


had a letter in The Forum department 
concerning her organization. Thesta is 
a national little theater group, charging 
no dues. At present it is just beginning, 
but it is a definitely hopeful sign. 


The possibilities of a national little 
theater outfit are almost limitless. Miss 
Smith, in describing Thesta, states that 
one of its greatest advantages will be 
to get wholesale royalty rates, with all 
of its hoped-for 200 or 300 member 
groups performing the same plays, with 
enough time in between to allow for 
experimentation and the production of 
indigenous local drama. The plan is a 
good one, but it has its dangers. It 
might very easily limit the entire reper- 
toire of certain groups to the plays 
picked nationally; it makes no allow- 
ance for local conditions and differences 
in local taste; it considerably reduces 
the variety of dramatic fare for the na- 
tion. 


There are even more important angles 
that a national group could touch on, 
and it is to be presumed that Thesta, as 
soon as it progresses a bit more, will in- 
clude them in its plans. Primarily, of 
course—and Thesta already includes 
this—is the exchange of ideas and meth- 
ods between the various groups. Also 
important is the possibility of ultimately 
establishing a national buying exchange 
for little theaters, from which they 
could order various supplies, props and 
other paraphernalia, and which would be 
able to get those things far cheaper 
than at present thru buying them up in 
quantity. Then there is the ability of a 
national group to agitate for favorable 
legislation, a thing that may sound un- 
important, but which on occasion can 
vitally affect the life of many groups 
Also there would be the possibility of a 
real national little theater tournament— 
not the hit or miss system which has 
been run, with entries concentrated in 
the New York section, but a tournament 
with preliminary contest all over the 
country, the winners to take part in 
sectional contests, and only the sectional 
winners competing in the finals. In 
that way a real national tournament 
could be run, with actual representa- 
tion from the best groups all over the 
country. There are many more advan- 
tages—far more than can be gone inte 
here. . 

The idea of a strong and active na- 
tional little-theater organization is cer- 
tainly worth thinking about.

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As the New Season Dawns 
URVEY of the stock field at the open- 
ing of the first autumnal month is 
nothing if not cheerful. Reports of 
openings and announcements of managers 
who are assembling resident companies for 
a start later in the month come from all 
points of the compass. 

The Forrest L. Abbott Players are about 
to shift bag and baggage from Whalom 
Park, Fitchburg, Mass., to the Hollis Street 
Theater, Boston. The New Hartford Thea- 
ter, at New Hartford, suburb of Utica, 
N. Y., is being put in order for occupancy 
by The Players, directed by J. Kent Thur- 
ber. Leonard McLaughlin announces from 
Baltimore that he expects to have the stock 
company which has been playing at West 
Falmouth, Mass., in for a season of 10 weeks 
at his Maryland Theater, and, if business 
justifies it, he will play the stock thru the 
winter months. 

At Akron, O., the Gordinier Players are 
starting an indefinite run this week. From 
Alliance, O., comes information that the 
Columbia Theater, which has been playing 
straight pictures for several months, is be- 
ing equipped for a season of stock. 

Ned Lynch, who trained with the only 
Henry Duffy, Napoleon of the dramatic 
stock field on the Pacific Coast, is forming a 
new stock operation to be known as the 
Dufwin Players, with Portland, Ore., as its 
base. Business has been so good lately with 
the Trumbull Players at Farmington, Me., 
which opened May 23, that Dr. Lawrence R. 
Trumbull comes forward with the declara- 
tion that he will carry the stock thru 20 
weeks. At Canton, O., a co-operative stock, 
with actors, stagehands and musicians tak- 
ing equal chances, is in process of forma- 
tion. At Fitchburg, Mass., the Cummings 
Theater, which has one of the largest stages 
in New England, it is claimed by the man- 
agement, is starting an indefinite run of 
stock. 

News from most of the larger cities, 
where a resident company is usually in- 
evitable, is less definite and more backward. 
The fall and winter plans for stock in De- 
troit remain yague and indefinite, altho it is 
almost inconceivable that the campaign to 
secure a subscription list for the fa- 
mous Civic Theater which Jessie Bonstelle 
tounded will not be successful. 

By and large, the situation is more 
promising than it was at this time last year. 
So, cheerio! Bring in the bob-tailed lion 
from Abyssinia. Let the show go on! 


The political parties and their budget jor 
radio exploitation are no bargain to either the 
broadcasters operating first-class stations or 
sponsors whose programs are on around the 
time the candidates are doing their stuff. Recent 
conventions proved that less audience mail was 
received during this period than similar weeks in 
other years. 


Burlesque Girds Its Loins 

AVING studied the field and the rea- 

sons for the comparative failure of last 

season’s leading burlesque wheel, of- 
ficials and operators have again launched a 
circuit. Every effort has been made to avoid 
the pitfalls that brought a short life to the 
circuit’s last season, ana once again the try 
will be made for a successful run of possibly 
20 to 25 road shows. 

In the East the circuit will stay far away 
from long railroad jumps, towns that did 
not readily support burlesque, or house op- 
erators who did not fulfill their end of the 
bargain. Thus we find New England, where 
the jumps are short, pretty well covered, 
particularly Connecticut and Massachusetts. 

The Eastern circuit heads will leave the 
West to the Western wheel and vice versa. 
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No attempt at playing opposition to each 
other will be in evidence, but they will most 
likely co-operate on an interchange of time 
later in the season should business warrant 
it. The budgets are being kept down to 
rock bottom, and unfortunately many prin- 
cipals being made to suffer. But so far it 
seems that they are reconciled to the fact 
that half a loaf is better than none. In other 
words, salaries tend to be lower for the time 
being, but then showfolk are the best of 
gamblers. 


New York Daily Mirror’s attack on burlesque 
houses on the ground that property values are 
being lessened hardly holds water. There is only 
one legit show on Broadway, and the rest of the 
theaters are taking anything that pays rent. Two 
houses occupied by burlesque have been turned 
down by both legit and motion picture producers 
as being a total loss to them, neither house hav- 
ing ever played a hit film. Landlords of both 
houses are thankful for the burly tenants. 


Jacking Up Outdoor Show Licenses 


pet the business depression and 
the consequent hardships suffered by 
traveling outdoor shows these many 


months, there have been several instances 
of late where cities and towns have in- 
creased the licenses for such amusements. 
There is no doubt that these cities and 
towns needed (and still need) more revenue, 
still they failed to realize that in cases where 
the license fees were jacked up too high 
they would be worse off than before by rea- 
son of the shows refusing to play there. The 
lawmakers also lost sight of the fact that, 
as a result, the citizenry would be deprived 
of traveling outdoor amusements, or would 
go to near-by places where reasonable 
licenses permitted shows to operate at a 
profit. 

Word of a late case concerning increased 
license fees has just come to hand. Out in 
Cedar Rapids, la., under the terms of an 
ordinance soon to be adopted by the city 
council, the charges for circuses, Wild West 
shows and menageries are to be increased 


to such extent that they will be about 
double what they have been; carnivals will 
be covered in a separate ordinance. 

The new regulation proposes that all 
circuses and similar tented exhibitions 
must apply for a permit in writing, advising 
of the site selected, number of days for per- 
formances, etc. A bond also will be required 
to cover all property damage, public and 
private. 

The new ordinance has been brought 
about mainly as a result of the visit to that 
city of a circus this season when a city fire 
truck was damaged by a pole wagon and 
other damage was done to pavements. This 
despite the fact that the circus promptly 
paid for the damages upon receipt of bills 
irom the city. 


Suppose all cities and towns felt the 
same toward outdoor shows as those having 
prohibitive license fees, bond requirements, 
etc., such enterprises would pass out and 
what a sad old world this would be! The 
public wants traveling amusement — and 
needs it, especially during times of de- 
pression. 


More anent high gate admissions at fairs: A 
carnival split its show last week in Tennessee, 
Sending half to a spot which had been disap- 
pointed by non-appearance of the company it had 
booked. One-half played behind a 25-cent day 
gate and a 10-cent night gate. Grounds were so 
packed the towners could not have been stirred 
with a stick. The other half played behind a 50- 
cent day and night gate. Fair had 35 paid ad- 
missions up to 6 p.m. At least 800 people milled 
around the fairgrounds all day, but they were 
on the OUTSIDE of the grounds. This carnival 
canceled the fair it was to have played this week 
because the board refused to reduce its gate 
charge. 


A Show Business ‘Natural’ 


ADIO would still be the mute marvel, 
sending and receiving signals in 
Morse code, but for the discovery and 

perfection of the amplifying tube. The in- 
genious radio set of today is of course a 
tribute more or less to De Forest and Lang- 
muir et al, who perfected the amplifier tube. 
The principle of amplification used in radio 
receiving sets has spread net only to the- 
atrical and allied and outdoor amusements, 
but the better class restaurant of today no 
longer has the counter man yelling at the 
top of his voice: “Make it two on the roast 
beef.” He turns his head and whispers into 
the “mike” and the chef gets it as loud or 
soft as he pleases by adjusting the amplifi- 
cation. It is getting to be common to see 
girls behind soda counters crooning orders 
to the soda jerker downstairs. For show 
business it is a natural. 

Theaters of the highest type now use a 
bally from records made by the star appear- 
ing inside on the stage, or by others. Out- 
door amusements attach as many loud 
speakers as are needed to cover every corner 
of the park, carnival or circus. The other 
day Governor Roosevelt in his campaign for 
the Presidency went to a New Jersey open- 
air forum and addressed 100,000 people who 
were comfortably grouped around and who 
heard every word perfectly. Without the 
amplification tube this would not be possi- 
ble. It is far fetched indeed from the old- 
style public address system which squawked 
in raucous tones. 

Notwithstanding the present perfection 
of amplification which costs little to operate 
and can be installed easily in any spot no 
matter how remote from electricity that is 
wired, show business has not yet begun to 
tap its possibilities. Handled in a judicious 
manner, amusement operators in many 
fields have a powerful bally that is priceless 
in its effectiveness. The self-same principle 
of the “talkies” can be used in all amuse- 
ment industries. 
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Champions the Old Days 
Eaitor The Billboard: 


In the August 13 issue of The Bill- 
board Frank E. Hatch, of Boston, in a 
letter to The Forum, states that there 
is no reason for lamentation over the 
plays and acting of the good old days. 

It is surprising to me that Mr. Hatch, 
who has had such a close intimacy with 
the theater for many years and whose 
letters to The Forum I have always 
enjoyed, should feel the way he does 
about the present, as compared with 
the past in regard to the profession. Mr. 
Hatch also says that the acting and 
plays today are just as good as in the 
past era. He names a number of pro- 
ductions which were successes on Broad- 
way. I can say with safety that for 
every One of the plays mentioned there 
were more than 25 flops, and they were 
shown on Broadway also. 

I cannot see where he compares the 
plays and actors that are with us now 
with those of former days. We'll take 
the comedies for example: The privilege 
an audience demands from the comedy 
after they have paid top prices at the 
box office is to be put in rare good 
humor. Instead, as far as I have seen, 
the majority of comedies create only 
smiles and titters. The audience is 
bored by the feeble attempts of unfunny 
actors to create a laugh, and very often 
sex and suggestiveness are used to do so. 
Why do not the audiences of today 
rock with gales of laughter as of old? 
Does Mr. Hatch forget such rare com- 
edies as Hoyt’s A Rag Baty, A Hole in 
the Ground, A Tin Soldier, A Temper- 
ance Town, A Milk-White Flag, etc.? 
Also Frank Daniels in Little Puck, Hal- 
len and Hart in Later On, George Mon- 
roe in My Aunt Bridget, etc.? 

When the above comedies were pro- 
duced the audiences were convulsed with 
laughter and were still laughing on 
emerging from the theater. In the dra- 
matic field of former days there was a 
vast wealth of talent and wonderful 
plays. 

The ease, grace and poise of the 
former talented artists was remarkable. 
Formerly the actor had great versality 
and could play any part or assume any 
character assigned to him, but today 
it is just a case of “types.” There can 
be no comparison with the shining stars 
of the good old days and the talent of 
the present. 

Today the producer has his eye and 
mind on the box office instead of on 
the play or the public. I would like to 
have Mr. Hatch let his mind travel back 
thru the years to the Hollis, Park, Bos- 
ton and Globe theaters in his own town, 
Boston, and remember the sterling pro- 
ductions that were presented there to 
large and enthusiastic audiences. 

As to the remarks made by Mr. Hey- 
wood, of Troy, N. Y., as regards artists 
stopping at rooming houses instead of 
hotels, that is all a matter of choice. 
On the road the actor as a rule stops at 
hotels, but in a permanent engagement 
in a city he uses his own discretion. A 
great many of the profession do not 
stop at hotels because they are saving 
their money with a thought for that 
little chicken farm “over in Jersey.” I 
had the same idea and I am living in 
retirement “over in Jersey,” but in- 
stead of raising chickens I raised a large 
family. I would be pleased to hear the 
viewpoints of others concerning the past 
and present in show business.

Indorses “Plea for Unity” 
Editor The Billboard: 


I have just finished reading George K. 
Sarkes’ letter under the title of A Plea 
for Unity and it seems to strike the nail 
on the head—if such a plan could be 
worked out. Sad to say, that is impos- 
sible when one considers the _ vast 
amount of petty jealousy among both 
magicians and mentalists today. 

It is true that the older generation of 
magicians would stand a better chance 
of being securely united than the ones 
today. To bear out my statement one 
has but to attend a gathering of ma- 
gicians and then watch. All they try 
to do is steal one another’s effects, either 
for the purpose of using it themselves or 
for the purpose of putting it on the 
market. With such magical element 
existing in the ranks of our profes- 
Sion, can the three great societies band 
together? It appears that they are 
trying to outdo one another. To put 
all the magicians under one banner is 
not only improbable in this present age 
and day but impossible. 

Mr. Sarkes is right. To band together 
the magicians and mentalists as one huge 
protective organization would, indeed, be 
wonderful. It would be, indeed, an

organization of true mystery and en- 
tertainment that the public would re- 
spect, and there would not be the 
exposures that are so commonly seen. 
Why even the “powerful” SAM sanc- 
tioned exposures, in spite of the laws 
that are supposed to exist on its books 
to the contrary. 


With the great magicians-mentalists 
war, which was started by a few who 
sought publicity-—-immediately after- 
wards up popped a mentalists’ society 
under the reign of Doc Irving, an or- 
ganization which is purported to “pro- 
tect” mentalists and their art. Some 
time ago R. A. Nelson, who is affiliated 
with the International Mentalists’ Asso- 
ciation, asked me to join, the fee being 
$10. I wrote and asked what the $10 
was for, but received no response. So my 
further investigations have led me to 
believe that the purpose is not so pro- 
tective as they claim. [If they are 
striving for the good of the profession, 
why do some of their members “burn” 
territory? Why was it necessary for Dr. 
Lawrence, who is Alla Rageh, of the 
Nelson Enterprises, to leave Toronto so 
suddenly? Because of working 50 
strongly. Why is it necessary to change 
names if they work clean? 

To sum the matter up, the Interna- 
tional Mentalists’ Association is merely 
the dream of one or two individuals 
for their own personal gain—just as was 
the mentalists’ war. In all, it appears 
one is trying to outdo the other. 

How can magical and mental secrets 
be protected when, as an example, the 
T. Eaton Department Store in Toronto, 
with its small magic counter under the 
banner of a Toronto magician, has 
organized a store club with over 2,000 
members? Just kids and _ curiosity 
seekers who, for the measly dollar, are

We framed up an 
orchestra without fiddles and saxes and 
some other musical instruments that 
could have been used very nicely, but 
wet got by with that okeh because 
everybody that I could see was more in- 
terested in the little wooden keg that 
was parked over in the corner than they 
were in the music. 

The Elks decided they needed some 
fresh air. So the Elks and the band went 
for a parade about midnight and I re- 
gret I lost my snare drum somewhere én 
the rush. 

Well, I don’t remember any casualties 
that night. We moved to Plorida—Live

Must Present Solid Front If 
Rights Are To Be Protected 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Sept. 3—Charles T. 
Hunt, owner of Hunt’s Circus and presi- 
dent of the Motorized Circus Owners and 
Agents’ Association, when here Thurs- 
day made the following statement: 

“Not only do I want to congratulate 
The Billboard on commencing an edi- 
torial campaign on behalf of the motor- 
ized amusement industry, but I want to 
urge as emphatically as I can that every 
motorized circus owner fill out The 
Billboard’s questionnaire and submit it 
at once. 

“While I cannot speak for the other 
branches of the industry, I do know that 
the problem of operating a motorized 
circus is becoming increasingly difficult. 
When the chairman of the legislative 
committee of the Circus Fans’ Associa- 
tion submitted his brief to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on behalf of the 
motorized circuses it was astonishing to 
note that very few of those present knew 
of the existence of the motorized circus. 
They did not know how it had grown 
or how important it had become to the 
automotive industry. Of course, we be- 
lieve that we sustained a great victory 
when Attorney-Examiner Leo J. Flynn 
cecided that motorized circuses would 
not be affected by proposed federal 
legislation. 


“However, we are affected by State 


legislation which is largely inspired by 
conditions of the moment. I mean that 
States are engaged in a frantic endeavor 
to obtain new sources of taxation, and 
as a result they pounce upon the circus 
as a stranger within their gates and 
inflict penalties which are unbearable. 

“Our association never had more im- 
portant duties to perform than right 
now. We must present a solid front if 
our rights are to be protected. 

“We are constantly carrying on an 
active campaign on behalf of our mem- 
bers. Just this week we were able to 
assist one of our smallest members in an 
important matter affecting a contract. 
On another cireus we were able to obtain 
an extension for important executives 
and performers who were to be deported. 
The legislative committee of the CFA 
assisted greatly in both of these matters. 

“Circus owners have made a brave 
fight to carry on in these troublesome 
times. To many communities, haunted 
by fear of the morrow, we have brought 
a spark of happiness. I hope that the 
day will come when the circus will be 
recognized as a cultural force. However, 
until it does come we must proceed as a 
united group. We cannot effectively 
fight this problem individually, but we 
can collectively, and in The Billboard we 
have a mighty weapon,”

Pool Whirl 


By Nat A. Tor=— 


(All Communications to Nat A. Tor, care 
of New York Office, The Billboard) 


I received a most enlightening corm- 
munication the other day, one which 
I believe will interest every pool man. 
It came by air mail from Ray Rice, man- 
ager Of Pla-Mor Natatorium and Sand 
Beach, Kansas City, Mo., and I’m taking 
the liberty of printing it herewith. 

“Reading your ‘Pool Whirl’ column,” 
begins Rice, “I am interested in your 
advice to others regarding winter op- 
erations for their pool, and I know from 
practical experience you could not sub- 
mit a more sensible idea than the one 
of converting the pool into an ice-skat- 
ing arena. 

“When we closed the pool last year 
we put in a false floor of 2 by 12 lum- 
ber, had a circus and then went into 
the ice-skating business. It would do a 
lot of pool owners good to see how easy 
We convert the pool for ice skating, 
which takes us about five days. We get 
our refrigeration from an ice plant across 
the street. This ought to be food for 
thought for some ice plants, as well as 
pool operators; our refrigeration cost us 
$8,847.79 last season, a pretty good win- 
ter for an ice plant in addition to its 
own output. 

“When we closed for ice skating last 
season we salvaged 99 per cent of the 
lumber in just as good condition as 
when it went down and it is all stored 
under the bleachers now ready for us to 
put back for ice skating. We have our 
Own pumps and brine tank in the base- 
ment for the ice, and last season we 
skated an attendance of 98,017 and a 
total gate of $46,134.99. 

“I always open the skating season 
with an exceptionally good skating show 
the first week and continue to give pa- 
trons the best in skating acts during 
the entire season. We manage to make 
a little money on each event, besides the 
publicity which results from these af- 
fairs. It is gratifying to know how the 
people become so skate minded when 
they can see and talk about the various 
champion skaters they have seen. Kan- 
sas City skating enthusiasts have seen 
more and learned more about the va- 
rious renowned skaters than some 
cities that have had skating rinks for a 
great number of years. 

“Well, you may pass this along, if 
you care to, in your column. Before very 
long I believe pools, as well as ice plants, 
will consider your idea as a well-founded 
and profitabe conclusion.” 


Thank you very much, Ray. And be- 
fore I get on to other topics I must 
tell the boys exactly what kind of an 
amusement man you are. Believe it or 
not, dear readers, Ray Rice, in addition 
to passing along the valuable informa- 
tion about his business, inclosed copies 
of every circular he got out this season, 
as well as various clippings printed in 
the local dailies about his place. He 
did this so that other pool men might 
profit from his experiences. I shall tell 
about some of the stunts Ray has staged 
at Pla-Mor in a future issue, but in 
the meantime I wonder how many other 
pool operators will come forward and 
give us some of their experiences. More 
power to pool men like Ray Rice, and a 
w.-k. Winchell scallion to that tank 
owner who told me recently that he 
wouldn't reveal any of his pool experi- 
ences because he was afraid other oper- 
ators would steal his ideas. 


P. Ben Wray, manager of Riverside 
Park Pool, Wichita, Kan., crashed a full- 
page article in The New York Daily Mir- 
ror Sundey mag section last week, relat- 
ing his recent controversy with Mary 
Wells Martin, the “Miss Canada of 1932.” 
It seems Wray barred Miss Martin from 
appearing at his tank in one of those 
brassiere-tight combination bathing 
suits, with the latter disputing his right 
on the grounds that she was allowed to 
wear it in other pools. As far as I could 
learn, nothing resulted out of the argu- 
ment except the full-page feature, 
which, by the way, is being syndicated 
thruout the country, and who could ask 
for more?

their tanks into ice-skating rinks or a 
children’s playgrounds for the winter, 
both of which were discussed in pre- 
vious issues, are this week asked to con- 
Sider possibilities of turning their place 
Over to second-hand car dealers for the 
fall and winter months at a flat rental 
or percentage. It certainly is much bet- 
ter to have your sand beach and pool 
act as an outdoor automobile center and 
bring in money than to have it stand 
idle. 


The majority of those miniature golf 
courses now house autos and bring in 
monthly receipts to owners of the land, 
so why can’t the same thing be done 
with pools? Come to think of it, some 
beaches and pools might even be trans- 
formed into bus terminals during the 
off season at a great profit. If condi- 
tions are satisfactory, and, of course, to 
rent out to or operate a car station or 
bus terminal, the beach must be so 
situated as to allow the erection of a 
runway for the cars into the street. 


Pool men considering adoption of this 
plan should first get in touch with their 
insurance company to see where they 
stand on fire liabilities for next sum- 
mer. If the installation of a number of 
cars makes the pool a fire risk and thus 
increases insurance premiums, possible 
income should be weighed against added 
insurance charges so as to determine 
whether it pays to make the change. 


In some localities this idea should 
prove valuable, as there are certain pools 
and beaches which are just ideal for 
auto markets in the winter, and there 
are some insurance firms which wouldn’t 
demand a tilt in premiums. If you still 
haven't received a suitable plan for the 
off-season operation of your pool, don’t 
worry; there are still many ideas to 
come.

NEW ORLEANS. — According to Wil- 
liam O’Brien, one of the keepers at 
Audubon Park Zoo, it requires 30 apples, 
152 bananas, 3 oranges, 10 pounds of pea- 
nuts, 2144 pounds of lettuce, 18 pounds of 
carrots, 22 pounds of potatoes, 64 pounds 
of bran,18 pounds of chick mix, 81 
pounds of cracked corn, 74 pounds 
of cracked oats, 31%, bales of hay, 5 
quarts of milk, 2 loaves of bread, 125 
pounds of meat, 35 pounds of sweet 
feed, 67 pounds of fish, 2 pounds of 
oatmeal, 5 pounds of grapes and 3 
pounds of sunflower seed to serve his 
guests in cages and dens. “Itema,”’ the 
gray elephant, has the prize appetite of 
them all, with a daily menu that calls 
for 2 bales of hay, 36 pounds of cracked 
oats, 30 pounds of bran and 4 apples. 
Running him a close second is “Samp- 
son,” the lion, that eats 16 pounds of 
meat a day, and “Mollie,” the Bengal 
tiger, whose daily feed calls for 15 
pounds of raw beefsteak. 


CINCINNATI.—The male red deer at 
the Zoo has grown a new set of antlers, 
which means that it would be dangerous 
for anyone to attempt to enter environs 
of his circumscribed domain, Sol A. 
Stephan, general manager of the Zoo, 
said. Like all of the deer family, the 
male red deer sheds its antlers once a 
year, about March or April. During sum- 
mer months, before new antlers are fully 
grown, the animal is quite docile, but 
during the fall and winter, after it has 
its new antlers, it is quite dangerous.

OTTAWA, Ont.—Canada has had as 
much depression as the United States, 
but worse weather, so, naturally, I meet 
some gloom. Your duty and sales tax 
to get in here is approximately 47 per 
cent of the declared valuation. Like a 
used automobile, a used amusement ride 
cannot come in on the basis of pur- 
chase price, but only 10 per cent de- 
preciation per year is allowed. 

It is not dificult to see that on a used 
ride the duty amounts to considerable 
more than the purchase price. Then if 
you operate here you encounter the 
usual operating expense and at the end 
of the season pay 15 per cent exchange 
to get your net earnings converted into 
United States money. Not very alluring 
just now. 

Free-act performers who agreed to ac- 
cept payment in Canadian money paid 
15 per cent for American exchange. They 
took a cut of 15 per cent in pay, as it 
were. For a period last winter exchange 
was above 21 per cent, but now the 
English pound sterling has been stabil- 
ized as $3.46, which assures us Canadian 
exchange will improve. 


Can Visit Convention 


So the worst has passed and the turn 
is here. Some men here, like a few at 
home, think the park business is all 
over, but they are new to the game and 
were not with us in 1893 and 1907. 

Some good park propositions, in com- 
mon as the States, are on the bargain 
counter. A little courage and a little 
money, plus a small amount of vision, 
will make some new well-to-do park 
men. 

Fortunately for Eastern Canada, they 

can motor to our annual meeting in the 
Pennsylvania Hotel in New York City in 
December. This is an inducement which 
is likely to give us the largest Eastern 
Canadian representation we have ever 
had.

Notable exhibits 
are contributed by Rhodesia, New Zea- 
land, Bermuda, Trinidad, Quebec and 
Great Britain, with Sir Malcolm Camp- 
bell’s Bluebird, racing car, pivotal attrac- 
tion in the latter. 

Every type of flower is on display in 
huge quantities. . 

Main building, Manufacturers, is better 
than in many years, so-called depression 
being beneficial. For years it was com- 
monly known that no space was ever 
available in this building. This year new 
exhibitors got the breaks. 

Music Building has long been in use 
for housing of radios, phonographs and 
kindred instruments. This time Makers 
dropped out and in their place is a 
gorgeous display of arts and crafts of 
Italy, sponsored by Italian Government 
and local and Dominion consuls. Signor 
Ambrosi, of Toronto Consulate, recently 
back from Italy, brought back a gift to 
CNE which will be placed in Royal On- 
tario Museum at conclusion of fair. Gift 
is a water jug of beaten bronze, said to 
be over 1,000 years old. 

Space in Industrial Building all filled, 
while in Pure Food Building there was 
little difficulty letting 240 spaces, which, 
account their number, are tremendously 
hard to sell at any time. Most difficulty 
vas experienced in Engineering Building, 
where temporary halt of industry wheel 
is noted Greater part of huge edifice, 
however, is filled with a creditable show- 
ing. 

A costly and elegant aggregation of 
motor cars was on view in the distin- 
guished Automotive Building, in addition 
to the Schneider Seaplane, with its record 
of 407 m.p.h., loaned by British Air 
Ministry by courtesy of British Govern- 
ment. 

Former Transportation Building, also 
huge structure, is now the Fashion Build- 
ing, completely remodeled in futuristic 
style for daily fashion shows sponsored 
by manufacturers of women’s apparel. 
Half portion of building is set aside for 
trade displays, cleverly arranged in foyer 
assembly with plenty of color and tinsel. 
Seating capacity has been increased 
greatly, and in addition to ballet 
divertissements there were acts from the 
grand-stand revue introduced to good 
effect. 

Over in monster Coliseum the famous 
musical ride of the Royal Canadian 
Dragoons had a rival this year in the 
ride staged by Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, an initial effort and the first,in 
the world introduced by police. 

Art Gallery houses an expensive and 
noted collection of the best works by 
Americans and Canadians. Alice, a nude,

Badger Attendance and Receipts 


Handicapped by a Rainy Sunday 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. 3.—Because of 
getting off to a slow start, Wisconsin 
State Fair probably will not reach the 
mark, either for attendance or receipts, 
that was set last year. At end of the 
first three days it seemed unlikely that 
the handicap of being rained out Sun- 
day could be overcome. Nevertheless, 
officials were hopeful that final figures 
would show large attendance ‘and in- 
creased receipts. 

Exhibits were more numerous. Cattle 
numbered 927 head against 877 in 1931, 
and a like increase was shown in most 
other departments. Finest and most 
interesting of all was the handicraft 
bazaar, in which more than 3,000 exhibits 
of work done for the most part by un- 
employed men and women were shown 
and offered for sale. 

Half of the industrial building, or 
37,000 square feet, was allotted to the 
auto show sponsored by Milwaukee Auto- 
motive Trades Association and about 20 
of Milwaukee’s largest dealers had dis- 
plays. Remainder of the building was 
filled with merchants’ and manufac- 
turers’ exhibits. A horse show was held 
in the Coliseum on nights of August 31 
and September 1, and on Sunday, Mon- 


day, Tuesday and Friday nights the 
Coliseum was given over to wrestling. 

The . bazaar, conceived by Wyman 
Smith, publicity director, and sponsored 
jointly by the fair and a local news- 
paper, is a new idea and created great 
interest. There were articles ranging 
from a hand-hammered silver coffee set 
to ship and coach models; a model ca- 
thedral, in which 8,500 tiny piece of 
wood were used; marvelous ship models, 
airplane models, metal plaques, hooked 
rugs and numerous other articles. 

In spite of the fact that rain fell until 
late Sunday afternoon, 17,000 persons 
braved the elements. Monday was Chil- 
dren’s Day, and attendance reached 
42,406, of whom more than 28,000 were 
children, but most of them left their 
pocketbooks at home. Midway got only 
a small play. Matinee grand-stand pat- 
ronage reached 3,000, and the night 
show 5,000. Tuesday the fair got going 
good. Crowds thronged grounds and 
grand stand and bleachers were packed 
afternoon and night. Weather was clear 
and extremely hot. Auto races featured 
matinee program and a few thrills were 
provided, one of the cars throwing a tire

Sedalia Has 
Heavy Drop 


Slump comes in crowds 
and receipts, with fair up 
to par, but budget trimmed 


SEDALIA, Mo., Sept. 3.—The 32d an- 
nual Missouri State Fair, August 20-27, 
with exhibits and attractions on a par 
with other years, fell below normal in 
attendance and cash receipts due, it is 
believed, to general conditions. 


Total attendance was 135,000 as 
against 225,000 last year, while cash re- 
ceipts were 50 per cent of 1931 receipts, 
due partly, perhaps, to a reduction of 
one-half the admittance price on the 
first two and last two days. Children 
under 12 years of age were admitted free 
on Monday, as is usual. Regular admis- 
sion price was 50 cents, children under 
12 25 cents, and extra charge for grand 
stand, reserved or box seats. A charge of 
25 cents was made for automobiles. 


Exhibits were about as usual in all 
departments, altho cash awards offered 
were cut almost 50 per cent. Particularly 
outstanding was the light horse show; 
the sheep show, which was better than 
in any previous year; with cattle, swine 
and poultry shows all holding their own. 
There was a noticeable lack of industrial 
concessions. 


Strout’s Military Hussar Band and 
Kroencke’s Band, latter of Sedalia, fur- 
nished music during the entire week. 
They were supplemented by visiting 
bands that participated in a juvenile 
band contest. Grand-stand shows con- 
sisted of a concert by Homer Lee's Royal 
Missourians; Fountain of Youth Revue, 
staged by Deal-LaRose, and acrobatic 
stunts by Cruse Brothers, Each after- 
noon Fred Rex made a balloon ascension 
and parachute leap in the infield. Dee 
Lang’s 49th State Shows on the midway, 
operating continuously, did not have the 
business done in former years. Horse 
shows, with exceptionally fine animals 
entered, were held each night from 
Monday to Friday, being interspersed 
with vaudeville acts. Each evening’s 
performance concluded with fireworks by 
Hudson Display Company. 

Harness races were not held on Friday 
because of rain. A storm came up late 
Thursday evening, broke up the horse 
show and left the race track too wet. 
Thursday afternoon the track record for 
83-year-old trotters was broken by 
Miss Baroness Watts, speedy bay filly 
owned by Allen Brothers, Des Moines, 
which made the mile track in 2:08%4, 
smashing the record of 2:091%4, made 18 
years ago by Electric Patch. There were 
no running races.

HEY must feed ‘em well at that 
Bean Soup Homecoming Celebration 
that has been going on for 40 years 

at McClure, Pa. The unique doings are 
to be held this month, with many at- 
tractions booked, and the annual affair 
has become about the biggest homecom- 
ing in the Keystone State, to say noth- 
ing of its being probably the only event 
of its kind on earth. 


It was started in 1891 at a G. A. R. 
reunion. One kettle of soup was made, 
to be ladled cut to the boys in blue as 
guests of Capt. Michael Smith Post. So 
successful were the reunion and the soup 
that they became synonymous as well as 
popular, novelty making the occasion 
grow each year until 1900, when the 
Sons of Veterans took over the task of 
entertaining the visitors. 

Last year more than 50 35-gallon ket- 
tlefuls of the toothsome soup were served, 
requiring in preparation 1,300 pounds of 
beef, 1500 pounds of crackers and 1,300 
pounds of beans. And in this year of 
depresh the committee is going even 
stronger with beef, 1,600 pounds; crack- 
ers, 2,000 pounds, and beans, 1,500 
pounds. And if 35,000 people are not 
present the chefs say they will be sur- 
prised and disappointed.

Barber, Mineral Wells, secretary of Texas 
Association of Fairs, in the August issue 
of T. A. F. News, remarks: “A resolution 
adopted at the last meeting.of the asso- 
ciation reads, ‘The resolutions committee 
recommends that South Texas Fair Cir- 
cuit, representing 14 fairs of South Tex- 
as, be invited to merge their own organi- 
zation with Texas Association of Fairs, 
for the following reasons—(1) To elimi- 
nate expense of amusement representa- 
tives and others who attend these meet- 
ings. (2) In order that we might make 
Texas Association of Fairs a larger and 
better association. By bringing both or- 
ganizations together we would get the 
ideas of the entire State of Texas fair 
representatives. (3) We have no other 
purpose in this suggestion than to make 
the State association a bigger and better 
organization.’ This action was trans- 
mitted by your new secretary to George 
Kempen, Sequin, secretary of South Tex- 
as Fair Circuit, early in February, but 
no reply was received. If any of you 
secretaries who receive this live in the 
area of South Texas Gircuit, you might 
bring it to attention of the officials of 
your association. Really, there is not a 
bit of sense in having two organizations 
in Texas, especially when both are strug- 
gling to keep going.” 


MERGING from the slough, it 1s 

doubtful if a more important and 

useful series of State fairs than those 
of 1932 ever will have been held, says the 
July-August Breeders’ Gazette. “The 
American farmer is still able to dress a 
convincing show window and to tilt a 
cornucopia which will cause the whole 
world to envy. Our exposition directors 
have kept the faith: the prize money 
is there. It is altogether likely that 1932 
will see the greatest displays of live stock 
ever attempted. The great Illinois State 
Fair, which under management of Perch- 
eron-Southern-Berkshire-breeder Miltcn 
E. Jones has come up from one of the 
worst to one of the best of our agricul- 
tural expositions, staged the cornbelt 
curtain-raiser the last week in August, 
while Missouri opened the Western cir- 
cuit. Follow then Iowa and Ohio, Min- 
nesota and Indiana, and all the rest of 
them. What the nation needs, and about 
all it needs, is a return of confidence. 
No red-blooded person can attend a State 
fair, especially the live-stock show, and 
come away without increased confidence 
and new courage. The practical lessons, 
too, are worth garnering. The ways of 
successful farming today are vastly dif- 
ferent than even three years ago. We 
must produce at lower cost in order to 
endure at all. Your State fair is a com- 
plete short course in economic produc- 
tion. And has it occurred to you that 
‘he folks whom you meet at the State 
fair are agriculture’s topnotchers?”

The fair this year will 
continue three instead of four days.

Thrill Day Proves Largest 
At Des Moines; Rain Hurts 


It draws peak attendance of 45,256, sets new sell-out 
record for grand stand and is only one to top last 
year—attractions are given rousing receptions 


DES MOINES, Sept. 3—Iowa’s 78th annual State Fair and Exposition drew 
better than expected crowds, August 24-September 2, with 45,256 the peak day’s 
attendance. Thrill day brought out this crowd to see a head-on collision of loco- 
motives and established a new record, a sellout of the grand stand in spite of a 
downpour from 9 a.m, te 5:30 p.m. J. S. Connally, Des Moines, was train-wreck 
promoter. The wreck was a success, with trackage of 3.000 feet, and the crash 
at a speed of 45 miles an hour. The trains were labeled “Hoover” and “Roosevelt,” 


and Ralph Budd, president of the Bur- 
lington Railroad, and other officials were 
present. Newsreels of the wreck were 
taken. 

Thrill day crowd was the only one to 
surpass attendance records of last year 
and was satisfied, even tho all race events 
of the day were canceled due to a muddy 
track and grand-stand performances were 
utilized to fill in. Some attendance 
figures were: Wednesday, 5,729, compared 
to 7,094 in 1931; Thursday, 8,439, com- 
pared to 12.057; Friday, 55,734, compared 
to 69,286; Saturday, 45,256, compared to 
34,952; Sunday, 19,146, compared to 
21,449; Monday, 23,694, compared to 
29,258, and Tuesday, 26,644, compared 
to 32,337. 


Midway Opens Sunday 


Secretary A. R. Corey said attendance 
surpassed expectations of the manage- 
ment and the number of displays was 
greater in non-commercial sections. 
Machinery hall, however, was little bet- 
ter than half filled. A larger Number 
of draft horses, saddle horses and cattle 
were entered, with prizes going chiefly 
to Iowa breeders. The baby health show 
reached greater proportions than in pre- 
vious years. The two society horse shows 
were confined to Iowa entries, with a 
double purpose, an economy measure and 
encouragement of the increasing number 
of riding clubs thruout the State. At- 
tendance at horse shows was good, altho 
a larger proportion of tickets was sold 
for standing room than usual. 

Beckmann & Gerety Shows on the 
midway drew average crowds with their 
16 shows and 11 rides, according to Larry 
Hogan, general agent. Ten-cent show ad- 
missions were charged instead of the 
former 25 cents, which helped attend- 
ance somewhat. Professor Ruhl, with his 
trained fleas, proved a headliner for 
curiosity seekers, as did Singer’s midget 
band. The midway opened Sunday after- 
noon after the Billy Sunday address in 
the grand stand, altho there had been 
some opposition on part of churches. 
The night show in the grand stand was 
presented for the first time on a Sun- 
day night, but the crowd was only 
moderate. 

Barnes-Carruthers supplied the grand- 
stand features, 16 hippodrome acts and 
a musical eytravaganza, The World on 
Parade, directed by Roland Allen. While 
grand-stand attendance did not reach 
capacity generally, crowds were en- 
thusiastic. Prolog by Izzy Cervone and 
his band was popular. Metropolitan 
Grand Opera quartet, Ruby Spencer Lyon, 
soprano; Mary Browning, contralto; 
Enricg Clausi, tenor, and Jack Lay, bari- 
tone, carried the sequence of the revue 
and scored especially with selections from 
Rigoletto. Bobby McLean, with Lemaire 
and Reynolds, did a Russian skating 
number that received wild applause. 
While erand-stand crowds were not as 
packed as in former years, quality of 
entertainment thruout was of a high 
order. 


Television Is Shown 


Theodora Dance Trio headlined the 
dancing acts with graceftl] and daring 
numbers. Other dancers, each with char- 
acteristic features, were Allen dancers, 
Abbott steppers, Foster ballet and Prince 
Shelton and Dean. Libonati Trio, xylo- 
phonists and rhythm dancers, were out- 
standing and responded to encores. Happy 
and Golucky received a big hand, as did 
the Four Barnateers. The Harlequins 
appeared in a brilliant episode. Costi 
Fleurescu end his antics on a high pole, 
and Oscar Babcock, looping the loop and 
flying the flume, carried off the thrill 
part of the program with a flourish. The 
Liazeed troupe of 13 pyramiders and 
somersaulters had a fast moving act that 
went over big. 

Sid Haugdahl, auto race driver, in his 
rocket ship, gave a spectacular perform- 
ance around the track. His number was 
canceled the first racing day due to the 


rain-soaked track. Miacahua and Mlle. 


Goldie, tight wire, did all the tricks of 
their art. Hoaglan’s Equestrian Steppers 
appeared in riding formations and took 
part in the grand finale, preceding fire- 
works, put on as the fair board’s con- 
tribution to the Washington Bicentennial 
celebration. Exhibitions of riding by the 
Graham Western Riders took both horse 
show and grand-stand crowds by storm. 
Lorraine and Ralph Graham, aged 10 
and 11, were as good as real circus per- 
formers, with the stunts they’d learned 
on a Kansas farm. 


The television show was brought, with 
a group of California performers, under 
auspices of Levine Radio Company. Two 
studios were fitted up and acts put on 
in one, the television showing being 
reproduced in the other. 


Nickel Day for Kids 


No change in admission prices was 
made, except the five-cent day decreed 
for children on the last day. A free gate 
for children under 15 years was permitted 
on this day and admission to shows set 
at five cents, also refreshments priced 
five cents to them. Meals served on 
grounds thrucut the fair were largely 
on:the 25-cent basis. Racing got under 
way on Monday with the largest field of 
trotters and pacers in history of the fair 
competing for prizes totaling $14,000. 


A special arranged after the fair 
opened was a motorcycle crash thru a 
solid board wall at a speed of 70 miles 
an hour. Henry Somers, Minneapolis, 
performed this feat, booked by C. W. 
Hinck, Minneapclis. 


Special visitors from other fairs were 
W. R. (Bill) Hirsch, Castle-Ehrlich- 
Hirsch Shows, and secretary of Louisiana 
State Fair; John White, secretary South 
Dakota State Fair, Huron; Raymond Lee, 
secretary Minnesota State Fair, with Mert 
Gribble, superintendent of amusements; 
Maurice Jencks, secretary Kansas Free 
Fair, Topeka; Mrs, Mazie C. Stokes, of 
Mississippi Valley Fair, and Ralph T. 
Hemphill, secretary Oklahoma State 
Fair. 

Rains proved a real hindrance to suc- 
cess of the fair and none of the amuse- 
ments could boast a thoroly successful

May Rebuild at Ravenna 


RAVENNA, O., Sept. 3.—That Portage 
County Fair and Exhibition Company’s 
buildings will be restored is generally 
believed here, following announcement 
that P. M. Randall, Columbus sportsman, 
and not the fair association, owned 
buildings on the old fairgrounds razed 
by fire recently, with damage estimated 
at $100,000. Ft was learned that Randall 
purchased the land prior to the fire. He 
intimated he would construct buildings 
as had been previously planned. Ice 
hockey and night sports, including night 
horse racing, are being considered. 


District Event May Replace 
County Annual at Manitowoe 


MANITOWOC, Wis., Sept. 3.—Whether 
Manitowoc County Fair, which closed on 
August 26, will be continued in spite of 
a deficit for the 1932 fair, conducted 
on a reduced scale of admission prices, 
will depend on action of the county 
board in November. 


A district fair, embracing Manitowoc, 
Sheboygan, Calumet and Kewaunee 
counties, may be solution to the prob- 
lem, it is the belief of George Kiel, 
secretary. Unless conditions are greatly 
improved next year, it is a certainty that 
a county fair on the scale of the 1932 
event will not be attempted, it was 
stated.

Payrolls 
have been cut and it is predicted a 
greater surplus will remain from the ap- 
propriation.

Filming Clyde Beatty 
Those Buffalo Routes 
About Several Racers 


Chatter of the Week 


By LEONARD TRAUBE 
(New York Office) 


XHIBITION CITY, Toronto, Sept. 2. 

—Canadian National Exhibition, the 

Dominion’s answer to the question 
concerning the greatest fair on the North 
American continent. There is no more 
exhibition-minded people than the 
Torontonians. They live it and breathe 
it during the two-week run and months 
before. If you don't attend at least two 
or three days you're simply taboo. It’s 
all part of Canada’s inherent patriotic 
makeup. Despite the 350 acres housing 
almost every conceivable phase of the 
amusement, commercial, industrial and 
athletic machine of our age, there is a 
definite intimacy about the very at- 
mosphere of the place which makes you 
warm to it and pluck a piece of it for 
your memory books. 

If it isn't big and done on a grandiose 
scale, it isn’t CNE. Our local scout tells 
us that the value of land, buildings and 
plant equipment is $20,000,000, and the 
annual cost of staging the monster ex- 
hibition is $1,225,000, a figure which 1s 
exclusive Of exhibitors’ interest. Inci- 
dentally, the exhibitors, which bring 
plenty into the fair’s coffers, have about 
2,250,000 square feet of floor space. The 
combined area of the Coliseum and Live- 
Stock Pavilion, largest structure of its 
kind in the world, is 164% acres. These 
are colossal figures with which to deal. 
But this 54-year-old ex. is one of the 
most colossal undertakings of all time. 


PEAKING of its age, at the inaugural 

of the fair 54 years ago the price of 

admission was 25 cents. Down thru 
the years the management has main- 
tained the same fee, while the cost of 
operation has increased from 100 to 400 
per cent. In fact, for the last few years 
there has been a bargain price of five 
scrip tickets for one dollar. 

This, the seventh year of the massive 
marathon swim for the long-winded male 
natators of the world, attracted a record 
crowd. The banks of Lake Ontario were 
jammed with spectators come to view the 
15-mile effort. Several score dropped 
out along the way, some because of the 
iciness of the water, others because 
their wind gave out. George Young, 


last = ’s winner, dropped out after the 
fifth lap in a practically unconscious 
state and he had to be rescued by a 
couple of life guards. We still don’t 
get the justice of the disqualification 
ruling. Even the local sports authorities 
frowned on this clause in the aquatic 
arrangement. One of the swimmers res- 
cued another from drowning, thus for- 
feiting his chances, but no one knows 
why. 

A picture of the Ubangis, fresh from 
Al G. Barnes Circus, was front paged, a 
phenomenal piece of publicity for the 
midway, which simply doesn’t rate news 
space with the local press. William J. 
Hilliar, publicity emperor of the Model 
Shows of America, did the trick. 

A reporter for The Toronto Star came 
back to his city editor with what pur- 
ported to be a sarcastic review of the 
grand-stand pageant. Put forward as 
light criticism, it was knock-kneed, it 
wobbled, it ran away with itself in un- 
soundness of text and unwarranted glee. 
The reporter wound up with the erudite 
thought that children are the best 
judges of spectacles. Somewhere we've 
heard the admonition that the shoe- 
maker should stick to his last, or words 
to that effect. Was the scribe kidding 
the kids? Or were they kidding him? 


E WONDER how Clyde Beatty and 
his gentle jungle denizens would 
affect the thickly populated grand 

stand here. William Schultz brought on 
his sextet to the track and Marion 
Knowlton went in there to do her stuff. 
But Beatty has more than three times 
that amount and would undoubtedly 
knock the natives out of their seats. The 
trainer has gone Universal Pictures, with 
Edward Anthony, the “with” in Prank 
Buck's jungle yarns, slated to leave New 
York next Wednesday for Universal City 
to tap out a story starring him. Man 
and Beast is the tentative title, and pro- 
duction is slated to start in November, 
with a hore of animals from winter 
quarters to be shipped to the Coast city 
for part of the film fray. More about 
this later. If Beatty ever came here 
we'd nominate Nelson Quarrington, staff 
photographer of The Toronto Mail and 
Empire and one of the Dominion’s best 
cameramen, for the stills. 


N THE way up here we took a look 

at Buffalo. Since in our pocket lay 

informal documentary evidence of 
carnival route data in the city near the 
border, we were reminded of the con- 
troversy on the subject given breath 
here a while back. As W. J. (Bill) 
O’Brien, the promoter, pens it: 

“This is an ideal time to call your 
attention to the person who protested 
vigorously about his outfit going to play 
Buffalo.

If the Canadian National Exhibition, 
now in its 54th year of operation, is, ac- 
cording to its own sloganed testimony, 
the “Show Window of the Nations,” it 
is, by virtual unanimity, the “Amuse- 
ment Triumph of the World,” in the best 
trade sense. Certainly the midway of the 
Model Shows of America, fifth consecu- 
tive year here, has never been paralleled, 
not even by the Gruberg carnival cavai- 
cade any one of the four years previous.

Troupe, 
starting at 25 cents the opening day, 
came down to 15 cents for adults and 10 
cents for kids when things didn’t look 
so promising, and this week swung into 
stride. French Congo contingent is 
spotted at midway entrance next the 
permanent line of concession structures, 
but the frameup could have been better 
and more colorful. 

Carl Lauther has perhaps the neatest 
and most skillfully embellished side show 
seen here in some years, and with a 
roster line to meet the outer merits, show 
was doing flourishing business. 

Six kid rides on midway this year, far 
end toward Lake Ontario, making things 
more active than heretofore at that end. 
Of the 19 show features, six have new 
fronts, all touched up in timely and 
preper manner and breathing “good 
show” thruout the immensity of the 
midway stretch.

Grand Stand Bill Lavish 


For sight and sound entertainment, the 
grand-stand program is one realm of lav- 
ishness and splendor, with CNE’s tradi- 
tional element of bigness and a flair for 
the unique synchronized into a magic 
pageant of monster proportions. Attend- 
ance in the stands has been off about 15 
per cent, not much considering the drop 
in the general exhibition draw. 

Several experts in the production field 
combined their talents to offer circus 
acts, a spectacle, dragoon drill, hippo- 
drome revue, fireworks and interpolated 
features. They are Charlie Ross, CNE’s 
manager of attractions; George Hamid, 
whose office booked in the acts and re- 
vue; Edgar I. Schooley, producer of the 
revue; Drew McKenna, director of 
Triumph, the spec, and other improvisers 
of outdoor theatricals. 

Result was an array that lasted nearly 
four hours, a bit too long for comfort 
but none the less in keeping with the 
Dominion custom. The rolling scenery 
used for the pageant, moving on wheels, 
served as the background across the huge 
stage for the revue and acts. Much of 
the vocalizing in the Schooley revue was 
lost thru an inadequate microphonic sys- 
tem, and it was the line of 36, well re- 
galied, coupled with a ballet octet, which 
stood out as the flash numbers, aided 
immeasurably by effective lighting and 
skillfully grouped ensembles, the dance 
directing being the work of Marie Peter- 
son. Several circus numbers were adroit- 
ly woven into the revue. 


Acts Well Displayed 

By displays they were: 

Avalons and Knight Troupe, both of- 
fering interesting routines and deftly per- 
formed pyramids, male of former doing 
standing high jump and latter a pyra- 
madic formation leading,about horizontal 
bar, a piece similar to the Wallendas on 
high. 

William Schultz on alone with high- 
school horses, Marion Knowlton, still 
limping from injuries suffered in lion act 
at Luna Park, Coney Island, N. Y., rid- 
ing. Do steps, turnarounds, lay downs, 
dances and pedestal work. 

Comedy acrobatic numbers, with La- 
Marts, Three Rixfords and Four Melinos, 
Rixfords working straight and others on 
familiar knockabouts, all well timed. 

Schultz on again with Liberty horse 
and mule on east and west ends of track 
and sheep and dogs in center of stage. 

Aerial Youngs on the double traps, 
routines in excellent grace and a reign- 
ing breakaway for finish, with Janet May 
on other end working from rings to poses 
on high pole, including a head balance 


and then into her kickovers, on which 
she gets solo position. 

Schultz takes the single display with 
his combo bull, ponies and dogs, a turn 
conspicuous for its intricate riding and 
displacement formations. One of the real 
novelty animal turns of the biz. 

The two Dubskys and Dippy Deers in 
tumbling, takeoff on straights, faked 
misses and falls, and one of the Dubskys 
on mesmerized tables. 

Tiny Kline runs across the track from 
back stage to the paddock and then to 
the stand for a hoist into a position on 
the stand roof for her Slide for Life, 
which ends near the west stage about 
300 feet in descent on iron jaw, grabbing 
the big hand of the evening when caught 
last Wednesday. She sells it for a mil- 
lion at the finish. 

Schultz’s Liberty horses in familiar 
groupings and formations, mixed with 
specials by several of the steed, including 
crawling, barrel rolling and group into 
high curtsy. 

The perches, one of the outstanding 
displays in point of thrill. Jack Gerard 
in balancing and poses and topping with 
tantalizing sway, head balancing. Two 
Fredericks in center, woman mount, neat 
bendback among routines. Larry Saun- 
ders on high ladder, rings and trap bar, 
finishing with loop on vertical rest. 

Hamid built up the next one with an 
announcement over the mike, Schultz's 
Lions, Marion Knowlton in the cage. Cage 
brought on atop a wheeled platform 
pulled by tractors to the center of the 
track. Miss Knowlton limped thruout 
and had to be aided to and from cage by 
attendants. But she gets in there with 
plenty of courage and got a great hand 
from customers. Six lions are grouped; 
lion mounting white steed into pyramid, 
Miss Knowlton into “burial” for finish. 

The Royal Canadian Dragoons took the 
track for a regimental drill on horseback, 
colorful parade to light tunes and fea- 
turing an equestrian tattoo and rough- 
riding dash in precision. Drill followed 
by 10 minutes of community singing, 
which went over big because the selection 
of songs was nifty and popular. 


Revue and Spectacle 


After this it’s mostly revue with inter- 
pelations. Revue company, Sensations of 
1932, 36 in the line, special ballet of ¢ 
and 13 principals, 57 in all. Principals 
are Teddy, Eddie and Mary, singing and 
dancing trio; Fine and Tennyson, singers; 
Marie Barova, torrid singer; Two Aces, 
accordion and uke specialties; Barova and 
Stone, singing team; Arkansas Slickers, 
rubes; Jimmy Dunn, the emsee, whose 
gags fell flat, distance from stage to stand 
being too great for effectiveness and ad- 
dress system not helping. Outstanding 
flash mumbers were a novelty buck, 
Rhapsody in Red, a picture of amazing 
color synchronization, lavishly costumed 
and strikingly lighted; a Russan sequence, 
effectively staged, and topping it all, a 
Spanish motif ensemble, with a medley 
of Latin songbits and characterizations, 
featuring the perfectly trained ballet. 

Between the two parts of the revue was 
the most sensational springboard display 
ever seen by the reviewer, a trio of 
matched acts, composing the Avalons, 
Thiellon Troupe and Knight Troupe, all 
doing brilliant chair work and three high, 
successful in executing similar stunts 
simultaneously and a burst of tumbling 
at the close. Easily the most colorful 
and harmoniously costumed group of 
acrobatic troupes ever put on in a single 
display here. A second provoker was the 
Four Melinos in speedy comedy acro- 
batics, which gained ringing applause. 

Schooley's staff includes Harvey Porter, 
carpenter; Ralph Wobberley, electrician; 
Lester, Ltd., Chicago, designed and exe- 
cuted costumes. Al F. Butlet is musical 
director and Mrs. Fontleroy and Mrs, Van 
the wardrobe mistresses. 

The spectacle was a fascinating semi- 
martial symphony, with tne troops of the 
British Empire, from the Roman Legion 
to the Royal Navy, passing in colorful 
parade thru an allegory alive with royalty 
and distinguished statesmen, soldiers and 
citizens whose names are part of British 
history. It is Canada’s “Bicentennial,” 
only with far more gilt and traditon to 
the panorama than any fair or organiza- 
tion in the States has been able to 
achieve in pageantry in honor of Wash- 
ington. A huge Union Jack is unfolded 
across the stage, covering a Windsor Cas- 
tle setting, at the finale. A fireworks dis- 
play of Hand's, Toronto, followed for 15 


minutes with some. gigantic aerial 
bombardment.

HE City Loyalty Association of Green 


Bay, Wis., with the assistance of 

the local chief of police, is con- 
ducting a campaign to put a stop to the 
activities of doorbell ringers if these 
house-to-house canvassers do not repre- 
sent local concerns. In The Green Bay 
Press-Gazette of August 29 this loyalty 
association carried a full-page advertise- 
ment, with part of it occupied by a 
warning from the chief of police, in an 
effort to gain the sympathy of the citi- 
zens of Green Bay in the campaign. But 
if the inconsistency of the arguments 
put forth stood out as boldly to the 
citizens as it did to me, nothing was 
gained therefrom. 

The advertisement was illustrated with 
a cut showing a man meeting the house- 
wife standing in a doorway. At the top 
were displayed these words: “Isn't It the 
Truth?” followed by: “My home used 
to be my castle, where I could live 
without annoyance—when the doorbell 
rang I could expect a friend or neighbor. 
But that is not so any more, with 
solicitors, agents, peddlers, ringing my 
doorbell from early morning—yes, even 
till late in the evening, using ‘something 
free’ or smart-story methods to gain ad- 
mission to my home. In fact, says the 
Prudent Housewife and Miss Thrifty 
Shopper—I am pestered with peddlers 
trying their specialty sales arguments 
on me every day of the week until they 
have become a NUISANCE.” 

The advertisement then goes on to ex- 
plain that, “as a rule, many bell ringers 
are floaters—irresponsible—and do not 
always give the same quality as in 
sample shown.” 

Next comes the chief of police’s state- 
ment (in a box), which contains good 
advice for the housewife to be on guard, 
but his closing paragraph kills the con- 
sistency of the loyalty association's 
arguments in that he says that “One 
need not be afraid of offending the 
honest solicitor, salesman or inspector 
representing a LOCAL FIRM, as THEY 
HAVE THEIR CREDENTIALS with them 
and welcome such investigation—that is 
why they are required to carry creden- 
tials.” In other words, the loyalty as- 
sociation condemns the practice of door- 
bell ringing and the chief of police says 
it’s all right PROVIDED the bell ringers 
represent LOCAL FIRMS and have their 
credentials. 

The whole thing is a case of selfish- 
ness on the part of local merchants— 
crying against up-to-date methods and 
frowning upon bringing to the city prod- 
ucts which, in many instances, cannot 
be obtained locally. While there may 
be unreliables in both the local and 
national fields, one has no better class 
of men than the other. I believe in 
protection, but not discrimination. What 
would these merchants say if a cam- 
paign were started to have people from 
out of town refuse to buy in Green 
Bay? Another thing, the public is not 
so dense as to believe that all money 
spent with concerns located in Green 
Bay stays in the city. 

A prominent showman and agent in 
commenting on this propaganda cam- 
paign hit the nail smack on the head 
when he said: “Some of the hard times 
are due from the closed policy of the 
locals against outsiders, shows, advertis- 
ing, etc. They believe in keeping the 
money at home. Eventually the home 
bank blows up, and I guess the money 
stays at home.”

R. J. Turner, manager Turner Poster 
Advertising Company, speaking of condi- 
tions in that section of Mississippi where 
he is located—Kosciusko—says: “An ad- 
vance of $25 per bale in the price of 
cotton in the last two weeks, coupled 
with the fact that we have the most 
flattering prospects for a bumper cotton 
crop (same being grown cheaper than 
ever known), should give the people 
plenty money to spend this fall.

specting eye. A new feature on this 
game is a co-operative distributing mech- 
anism, attached to the coin chute, which 
has been developed to meet the modern 
requirements for dividing the intake of 
games into parts for prizes and awards. 
The new mechanism is designed to make 
a division into four parts, giving the 
operator, the location and the playing 
public an accurate mechanical division 
as the playing proceeds. 

The Six Horsemen is a new playing 
board and mechanism designed to fit 
into the cabinets of the original Dutch 
Pool games. By devising this new gam- 
ing board, the manufacturer is perpetu- 
ating the life for operators of a game 
that has been making money for years. 
This is in keeping with the A. B. T. policy, 
which is that cabinets be so constructed 
that they will last for years if given rea- 
sonable care. The Dutch Pool cabinets 
are a miniature model of a big billiard 
table, made for counter use. The new 
Six Horsemen presents a board with two 
phonograph-type turning disks. These 
disks are set into rapid whirling motion 
upon deposit of coin, and six small disks 
(representing horses) race wildly around 
the figure 8 track until the finish. 

Walter A. Tratsch, president of A.B. T., 
is considered by many to be one of the 
best skilled engineers in the automatic 
industry, and out of his long experience 
in the trade he predicts a rising future 
for the better grade of machines. 

“I don’t want to give the impression 
I am knocking any kind of machine,” he 
said. “It is true that the great wave 
of popular machines has served a useful 
purpose in popularizing coin-operated 
games at a time when the country seemed 
to welcome this kind of amusement, But 
it is the high-grade games that will build 
the industry because they are better for 
the manufacturer, better for the op- 
erator, and the habitual players of ma- 
chines prefer them. The games have 
been made popular all over the country 
and I am mainly interested in seeing the 
industry rise to higher standards from 
year to year. 

“The operator must consider machines 
as an investment. When so considered 
he will want machines that last. There 
has been a temporary understanding 
among many operators that games last 
only a short while in public favor, there- 
fcre it is best to buy cheaper machines 
that last only for a short while. But 
already it is quite evident that the 
people who will keep the coin-machine 
business on a paying basis for operators 
are those who get the coin machine 
habit. They are the habitual players of 
machines. This is an important point 
in the psychology of games and the 
sooner we recognize it and begin to build 
machines for it, the surer we can make 
the operator's investment in machines. 

“The -habitual player of games soon 
learns to detect the quality machine. 
The habitual player has a decided prefer- 
ence for quality in the games he plays, 
and that is why operators who have 
bought high-grade games have noticed 
a slow but sure increase in the play for 
the past several months. All this scare 
about the public losing interest in coin 
machines has been due to the public 
getting better acquainted with amuse- 
ment machines and finally beginning to 
show a marked preference for a better 
grade of game, Now that we have edu- 
cated a great number of people to like 
automatic amusement, we should be 
quick to satisfy their preference for a 
general improvement in the kinds of 
games offered them. 

“I think the general trend is upward 
and both manufacturers and operators 
will profit thereby. The manufacturer 
may seli fewer machines, but his profit 
on high-grade merchandise will be 
greater; there will be a big relief on the 
operating end, too. The experienced 
operator will be able to take fewer ma-

chines aNd make a larger income. He 
will think more of his machines as an 
investment, will give them better care 
and expect them to last longer. The 
public will also notice the improvement 
and will appreciate the rising standards 
of the coin-machine industry.” 

In addition to the coin chutes and 
machines which A.B.T. has contributed 
to the trade, operators are beginning to 
show a decided interest in The Podunk 
Blatt, a publication issued at irregular 
intervals by the company and mailed to 
members of the trade. Besides giving in- 
formation about various machines and 
ideas for operating, it carries some very 
tantalizing humor, A continued story 
has put it in the class of big newspapers, 
and it also has its regular comic strip.

Raises Question of Highest 
Coin Machine in the World 


CHICAGO, Sept. 5.—A. L. Koolish, of 
the Pierce Tool & Manufacturing Com- 
pany, recently returned from a business 
trip to some Western States, including 
Colorado, Nebraska, Kansas and others, 
has sprung a new type of contest of 
interest to coin-mackine men. 

What is the highest coin-machine 
game in the world? 

He ssys that while on his trip he 
visited a lodge far up on Long’s Peak, up 
practically to the timber line, and there 
was a modern pin game in this moun- 
tain lodge. He wonders if there is one 
higher up on Pikes Peak, or maybe the 
Himalayas. 

“I kept my eyes looking for signs of 
the trade everywhere I went,” he said. 
“I am very much interested to know 
what is the outlook for the trade this 
fall, and I am fully convinced that the 
prospects are bright. We may not have 
a boom, but the established manufac- 
turers are going to do a good business. 
Operators almost to a man were opti- 
mistic as I talked to them in different 
States. I talked with lots of merchants, 
too, and whenever you asked them about 
pin games they would usually wave you 
away and frown. 

“But what has happened with the mer- 
chants is that they are not making the 
money on games they did back last win- 
ter in the boom period. When I pinned 
them down to actual earnings this sum- 
mer every one of them admitted earn- 
ings that really make the games pay. 
What the operators need to do is not 
get scared at any gloom talk the mer- 
chants may put up about summer dull- 
ness. It is only natural to complain, 
and experienced men in the trade should 
not be disturbed by unfavorable talk 
about summer earnings. Within the last 
week or so there has been a decided 
pickup in inquiries from operators and 
in actual orders. Just as soon as Labor 
Day is past the trade will revive, and 
business should be good by September 
15. By that time the playing public will 
begin to come in from vacations and re- 
sorts, beaches, etc., and will be ready to 
play games. 

“I should add that sentiment every- 
where, among operators and merchants, 
seems to be swinging toward a better 
grade of games in every respect. Better 
construction and more attention given 
to the actual playing qualities of the 
game.” 

Mr. Koolish added that his firm will 
have new games ready for announcement 
in about 10 days.

The one-way gate idea ought to prove a 
strong play compeller, 


‘The Bally hole, made famous in the 
Ballyhoo game, is used in the new Goofy, 
but used in a new way.

rience we have gained as operators of 
coin machines leads us to believe that a 
manufacturer's success depends greatly 
upon the co-operation he gives to oper- 
ators and distributors. It is our inten- 
tion to build soundly upon ethical prin- 
ciples and co-operation, as mentioned. 
Our first step is to refuse to sell to loca- 
tions, and we will deal only with estab- 
lished operators and distributors. 

“We are firmly set on our policy of 
thoroly testing out machines under op- 
erating conditions also before offering 
them to the trade. Our new game Polop 
has undergone a six nuontNs’ test and in 
our opinion it will prove a winner to 
operators of de luxe games. Our next 
game is Golof, now being tested, and it 
will undergo tests for six months, at 
which time it will be offered to the 
trade with the assurance that it is me- 
chanically perfect. Some time prior to 
next September we will put another 
game, Rotor, into test so that when Sep- 
tember, 1933, arrives we may offer that 
game to the trade as mechanically per- 
fect.” 

(Polop is described as a new departure 
and not just another pin game. The 
principle of the game and the method of 
playing are said to be eltirely new to 
the industry. It is a two-play com- 
petitive game of skill. It is playeq by 
two persons who attempt to score by 
batting a ball back and forth between 
them until one player misses—much as 
in the manner of tennis or ping-pong. 
The players are allowed 10 balls for 5 
cents, and the batting is done by means 
of a traveling pistol plunger at each end 
of the table. The timing of each shot, 
the direction and speed of the ball are 
under full control of the player, thereby 
allowing the development of real playing 
skill. 

According to the makers, Polop was 
developed in January, 1932, but has been 
withheid from the market “until the in- 
dustry was ready for a game of this type. 
Now that the playing public is fed up 
on the type of game that has been so 
grossly overproduced during the past 
year, we believe the time is ripe for 
something new.” 

So Polop is offered to the trade as a 
new de luxe table game, with a new 
competitive principle to cater to the 
playing public. 


Druggist Praises Machines 


A prominent Birmingham (Ala.) drug- 
gist, who has had no less than a dozen 
different types of machines in his store, 
had this to say recently about games in 
general: 

“The return from these games ts cer- 
tainly the easiest money I have ever 
made. The split with the owners—50-50 
—is as fair as anyone could ask. I have 
not checked the receipts closely in recent 
weeks, but I feel safe in saying that any 
change was for an increase in receipts 
rather than a decrease. The inherent 
love in all of us for a degree of skill in 
some one line has no doubt added ma- 
terially to the popularity of amusement 
machines. Tax programs now in process 
of construction may subject both oper- 
ator and owner to prohibitive levies, and 
that will handicap the business some. It 
has been my experience that the public 
is as fickle as ever, which probably ac- 
counts for the almost daily introduction 
of a new type of machine. And I might 
say that with each new model there 
seems to come an even greater amuse- 
ment appeal. Manufacturers are evi- 
dently striving to keep apace of the de- 
mand.” 

It is progressive merchants like this, 
who observe carefully the ins anq outs 
of coin machines, that can co-operate 
most intelligently with operators in mak- 
ing the games a success. They may 
differ with the operator in their opinions, 
but they are on the spot and their obser- 
vations deserve consideration. 


New Vending Machine Entrant 


Depression has not stopped numerous 
new ventures in the coin-machine field 
in Detroit. On the contrary, many en- 
terprising newcomers to the business 
have felt that this is the very time when 
people are turning to this industry for 
patronage and that the operator who 
enters today and is able to get his 
business into good shape for public play 
will be in a splendid position by the time 
business resumes normalcy. 

The Cadillac Vending Machine Com- 
pany is the newest local entrant in De- 
troit. The company has been formed by 
Gattas Ammar and Tony Jacob to 
operate a route of machines, 


Machines Are Helped 
By Cotton Price Rise 


W. M. Loeb, manager of the Southern 
Confection Company, one of the South's 
pioneer distributors in the coin-machine 
field, says that the recent rise in price 
of cotton is having a very beneficial ef- 
fect on operating conditions, due to the 
general good feeling that comes to all 
business. 

“It has been quite a pleasure,” he says, 
“to note that the feeling prevailing at 
present in the South is more optimistic. 
Cotton has started moving and the mar- 
ket price has shown very favorable ad- 
vances. There also has been a big pick- 
up in employment in the textile mill 
districts. All of this has put quite a 
good deal of cash money into circula- 
tion. Cotton is the money crop in the 
South and when it moves at a good price, 
the coin-machine business is sure to get 
some of the money that begins circulat- 
ing. That is what the operator wants 
to see right now, more money get into 
circulation, so there will be more change 
to put into coin machines. 

“The vending and amusement-machine 
business has suffered like all other lines, 
but we candidly believe that in a short 
time conditions will show a material 
change for the better.” 

Mr. Loeb is in close touch with the 
operators in Mississippi where the gen- 
eral sales tax has been getting so much 
national attention. He says that several 
operators have told him the 3 per cent 
tax is effective on all merchandise sold 
thru vending machines, which, of course, 
includes peanuts, ball gum, etc. 


Operators Cheerful 
At Birmingham 


More than one amusement-machine 
operator is wondering what the future 
holds. There is a decided feeling of op- 
timism among the operators in Birming- 
ham, better than any time previous 
during the year, as they face the fall 
season. This seems to be due in some 
measure to a greater use of machines 
requiring more or less skill. There have 
been some legal difficulties at times on 
account of machines, and operators are 
welcoming games that have skill much 
in evidence. 

Operators readily agree that machines 
which offer premiums are much more 
remunerative, but there is an almost daily 
fear of a seizure order in some quarters. 
The public shows rapidly increasing in- 
terest in the games, however, for out of 
about 30 locations visited recently, in 
only three were the machines found idle. 
The majority of the machines had a 
“waiting” list, as well as an interested 
audience. The last qualities of this pub- 
lic interest is the cheering thing to op- 
erators, 


Jobbing Business Growing 


St. John is the leading distributing 
point in the maritime provinces of New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotiez, Prince Edward 
Island and the island colony of New- 
foundland. The coin-machine business 
is steadily growing in this territory and 
three new coin-machine distributing 
agencies have opened in St. John during 
the past year. There are almost daily 
shipments of machines going out from 
St. John, under the British flag, to the 
various destinations in these provinces. 


Museum Opens May 1 


Following a meeting of the officials of 
the museum with city park commission- 
ers, it has been officially announced that 
the Rosenwald Museum of Science and 
Industry, Jackson Park, Chicago, will 
open next May 1. The museum has been 
hampered in its work by lack of funds 
pending the liquidation of the estate of 
the late Julius Rosenwald. He had 
promised $1,000,000 to $6,000,000 to cover 
the cost of exhibits. 

The director of the Rosenwald mu- 
seum has shown considerable interest in 
having the coin-machine industry repre- 
sented “by a historical exhibit in the 
museum. There are many machines, old- 
timers, that would now have a decided 
interest to the general public and would 
gain publicity for the automatic indus- 
try. Some of the earlier models of pen- 
ny scales, and the nickelodeons of pre- 
movie days, would be well worth a place 
in a museum like the one to be opened 
next May. 
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Coin Chute Calendar 


Labor Day, generally regarded as the 
border line between the dull summer 
period and the grand opening of fall 
trade, is now in the background. This 
yassing of Labor Day may be regarded 
then as the universal signal for the trade 
to begin firing. The most interesting and 
significant news in the trade for the time 
being will be the announcements of 
manufacturers concerning new games. 
Some announcements have already been 
made and others will be timed to keep 
something new and interesting before 
the trade every week from now until the 
fall buying season is over. 

As H. B. Gibson, president of the In- 
dependent Coin Machine Operators’ Asso- 
ciation, recently put it, the operator is 
greatly dependent upon the manufac- 
turer for the kind of games he uses. 
The operator therefore has a right to 
expect the manufacturer to put out the 
best games he possibly can. The manu- 
facturer makes his money by producing 
games that sell, so that whenever ma- 
chines are announced, it usually means 
that some manufacturer has put time 
and heavy expense into making a good 
product. 

As operators continue in the business 
they naturally develop buying wisdom. 
There is the operator who gradually 
comes to depend upon one particular 
manufacturer for the machines he uses. 
If this manufacturer announces a new 
game, the operator is sure to try a sam- 
ple, and maybe several of them, He 
reads the announcements of other manu- 
facturers but usually passes them up. 
He is sold on one manufacturer and be- 
comes his satisfied customer. He de- 
pends on that manufacturer to always 
keep him supplied with the newest and 
best. The older manufacturers in the 
business have in some cases thousands 
of customers of that type 

Every manufacturer would like to have 
a complete list of operators like that so 
that he could build for them and not 
worry so about new business. But there 
are thousands of operators and pros- 
pective operators who prefer to shop for 
machines. They feel that no one manu- 
facturer has all the good ideas, and their 
minds are always open for the new and 
unusual game to appear in some unex- 
pected source. So they contact a wide 
number of manufacturers and Keep on 
their toes for what is new. There is no 
way to tell which type of operator has 
the best policy, for both types succeed 
equally as well in the operating business. 
Perhaps we might as well admit that no 
one manufacturer or type of operator 
has a corner on all the good ideas and 
suggestions for a successful business. If 
an operator prefers to stick to one manu- 
facturer, there are many advantages in 
that plan; if another operator prefers to 
shop far and wide for his machines, there 
are many advantages in his plan. 

There is the jobber and the distributor 
in the picture also, and many operators 
find decided advantages in the close con- 
tact. friendly advice and association with 
2 local jobber. Many an experienced 
operator today would not have made first 
base if it had not been for the encour- 
agement and assistance of some jobber. 

So there is business for all, and a wide 
variety of methods and opinions for 
doing business. Every fellow to his own 
liking and along the lines in which he 
seems to succeed best. 

The significant fact is that the trade 
is about to begin one of the most con- 
certed and constructive drives that has 
yet been witnessed in the trade. While 
there has been a certain falling away 
among operators and manufacturers, this 
is regarded as a healthy sign, and those 
who are settled in the trade are genuine- 
ly optimistic. The great number of new 
machines ready for announcement in- 
dicates that the established manufac- 
turers are ready to do their part; late 
reports from several prominent manufac- 
turers indicate that interest among the 
operators is already rising to white heat; 
jobber and distributor organizations have 
spent the entire summer getting ready to 
render more efficient service, 

The most heartening feature is the 
effort in many places to begin a drive 
for the big de luxe games of all kinds. 
It will require a lot of energy and pub- 
licity to get this drive under way, but it 
is an unusual opportunity to improve 
trade conditions along manufacturing 
and operating lines. It does not mean 
at all that the big games will put the 
more popular types of games out of busi- 
hess. It simply means that the big 
games have been lagging at the post; 
they have never had a really good job 
of energetic promotion. If a real pro- 

notion program for these big games once 
sets under way, it will mean the open- 
ing of thousands of new high-grade lo- 


cations and the creation of a much more 
favorable public opinion about the games 
in general. The popular-priced games 
have nothing to fear from the big games; 
and they have much to gain in a con- 
structive advance of the coin-machine 
trade. 

If the trade can marshal enough 
united and constructive effort to in- 
crease the merchandising of automatic 
machines to the public, there is every 
reason to expect a record year for coin 
machines. If the trade allows machines 
to peter out on locations, then it will 
be just too bad for the trade. The Bill- 
board is offering all the facilities of its 
organization for a weekly spreading of 
the most constructive and encouraging 
news of the trade. The use of good 
publicity and plenty of it will play a big 
part in making the present trade year a 
record breaker. 


. . 
Squirly Well Received 

According to Prank Seddon, head of 
the Atlas Manufacturing Company, their 
new game Squirly is already enjoying a 
very busy autumn season. The Atlas 
people have been very quietly develop- 
ing this machine to its present state. 
The process took them thru three or 
four different models, until they finally 
arrived at Squirly. 

Great interest is being shown at this 
time by the operators in each new ma- 
chine as it is announced, so Mr. Seddon 
has given some facts about the new game 
made by them: 

“We consulted with a number of job- 
bers before finally arriving at the make- 
up of Squirly. We had made a lot of 
observations ourselves and we also want- 
ed to get the opinions of jobbers, those 
fellows who talk with the trade every 
day and are in position to know what 
the operator wants. 

“The decision was in favor of the tan- 
talizing figure 8 design, but we decided 
against pins as many operators appear to 
be tired of them. Instead of pins, we 
are using the triangular bits of colored 
wood which were introduced in some of 
the much higher priced machines and 
which proved to be good money makers. 
Then we decided on a conservative ap- 
pearance, using a gold-colored board and 
mahogany-stained cabinet. It appears 
that the public appreciates the more 
conservative-appearing games, and also 
it seems to like the machines simple to 
play and with not too much skill. 

“We tried out Squirly quietly in the 
East at first. The first machines were 
sold with my fingers crossed. That feel- 
ing common to many manufacturers 
came to us; will it be a failure, or a suc- 
cess? You must remember that in the 
experimentation and development of new 
products there is a lot of money invest- 
ed. If the machine is successful, then 
the money will come back; but if it isn’t 
. +. use your own judgment. 

“Our trials and announcements to the 
trade have been well received, and there 
are smiles on the faces of the boys over at 
the Atlas plant. We have used good 
hardware on the game—A. B. T. chutes 
and plungers, and the newest improve- 
ments have been incorporated.” 

Production has been speeded up on 
Squirly by working the force overtime 
every day, and also working on Sundays. 


New Repair Department 
Opened for Service 


The Coin-Operated Machine Company, 
New York City firm, found that its repair 
department had become too small to 
meet the demands of the many new cus- 
tomers made since opening its showroom, 
so it has opened a new and larger repair

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Sept. 5.-—Two 
games of skill, played with metal balls 
and a plunger, seized by South Bend 
police in a recent gambling crusade were 
returned to their owners recently upon 
order of Chief of Police John Kuespert. 
The chief ruled that inasmuch as the 
machines did not display notices of 
prizes offered for high scores they could 
not be considered as chance machines. 
Four machines of the same type are 
being held, however, because notices of 
prizes were displayed. 


Indications are in South Bend that the 
operators of skill games are preparing 
for possible court battles to get a favor- 
able decision on games played for high 
scores and known to offer definite skill 
features. 


Canadian Roadside Camps 


There has been a big increase in the 
number of coin machines installed this 
year at the roadside refreshment stands, 
service stations, overnight camps and 
other places in Canadian vacation land. 
Operators of these wayside places have 
awakened to the money-making possi- 
bilities in such equipment. Also the 
vacation opportunities are becoming bet- 
ter known in the States and many citi- 
zens of the United States are crossing 
into the Dominion to enjoy them. 


The overnight camps in many instances 
also have learned that the games serve a 
useful purpose for entertaining the 
guests. The machines have been par- 
ticularly appreciated at the isolated spots 
on the highways and roads, where it is 
some distance to theaters, amusement 
parks, etc. Proprietors of these places 
feel that they are both providing recrea- 
tion for guests and that the games prove 
a source of profit in their business. 
Tourists have been observed to tarry as 
much as an hour playing the games at 
eating places and filling stations along 
the highways. 


Watch for This Man 


A number of letters have been received 
by D. Robbins & Company, of Brooklyn.

of M. A. Moye has been collecting cash 
deposits for Empire venders and also 
borrowing money from prospective op- 
erators. He has been working this stunt 
in Texas, Louisiana, Oklahoma and a 
number of other Southern States, accord- 
ing to reports received. 

Operators are warned that Moye does 
not represent D. Robbins & Company, 
and is not authorized to transact any 
business for that firm. Quite a number 
of persons are interested in having him 
arrested for fraud. D. Robbins & Com- 
pany would appreciate greatly if any 
operator approached by him would wire 
them immediately, after obtaining his 
address. 


Returns From Europe 


J. H. Conn, successful operator of coin 
machines at Halifax, N. S., has just re- 
turned from an extended visit to 
European countries, including England, 
Ireland, Scotland, France, Germany and 
Belgium. He has many interesting ob- 
servations of the coin-machine business 
in those countries to relate to fellow 
operators, as he was quite impressed 
with the industry in England and Ger- 
many. 

Mr. Conn arranged to satisfy his curi- 
osity about air travel while overseas, too, 
and crossed the English Channel in a 40- 
passenger air liner. He then made a 
motor tour of the Continent to visit 
points of interest. He is a member of 
the aldermanic board in Halifax and was 
accompanied by his wife and two sons, 
Harvey and Douglas, on the two months’ 
trip.

The Automatic Baseball Corporation, 
of Detroit, which operated extensive 
routes of large baseball game machines 
in this territory, has closed. The firm 
was located in the Detroiter Hotel. Vine 
B. Peters was owner. 


Sportland Crashes Broadway To 
Prepare Choice Spot for Games 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Sportland, the 
indoor table-games idea introduced by 
the Chester-Pollard Amusement Com- 
pany, Inc., about one year ago, has now 
crashed Broadway to test the appeal of 
the games to the amusement-loving pub- 
lic in that bright spot. 

J. Josephsohn, who has been in the 
business for some time, has opened the 
location on Broadway at 52q street and 
Seventh avenue, right in the heart of 
the theatrical district, and only two 
short blocks from the Roxy Theater. 
The place, formerly an automobile show- 
room, measures 54 by 68 feet. The 
formal opening is scheduled for Septem- 
ber 15, and the decorations are now in 
process of completion. It is estimated 
that the decorations will cost approxi- 
mately $4,000 and the electric sign and 
lights outside will cost $1,500. The 
flooring in the game section of this new 
amusement center will be covered with 
carpet and the other sections with rub- 
ber linoleum. 

The equipment to be installed in the 
new sportland will include eight table 
baseball games, four table tennis, one 
hockey, one table golf, two billiards- 
bagatelle, two skee ball alleys and two 
Lloyd automatic alleys. The Lloyd alley 
is a new coin-controlled alley which has 
just made its appearance on the market. 
A battery of 25 coin games and devices 
will be installed in the section provided 
for these games. 

The Chester-Pollard company is among 
the pioneers in the coin-machine indus- 
try, having developed and placed on the 
market the four Major Sports coin- 
operated games several years ago. These 
games included golf, football, horse 
racing and baseball and were housed in 
upright cabinets of large size, giving the 
games de luxe quality appearance thru- 
out. These games were expensive and 
hence found a place only in the most 
elite locations, including hotels, clubs, 
railway stations, boats, ships, etc. The 
historic importance of these games to 
the trade was their indication of the 
fact that the public would pay money 
to see coin-operated miniature amuse- 
ment. 

The Chester-Pollard company not only 
developed the games but also has done 


some very original work in opening up 
new locations for high-grade games. It 
has done pioneer work in opening up 
railroad stations, boats and steamships 
to automatic games. Concerning this 
pioneer work, E. F. Chester, president of 
the company, has this to say: 


“It required two years of continuous 
and very energetic work with the rail- 
roads and steamship companies before 
we could convince them to install these 
games. We now have contracts with 
most of the nailroads for the installation 
of our games. On the coastal boats and 
the transatlantic liners we have found 
the only interference with the playing of 
the games to be the rocking of the boats, 
and on machines that rely on the weight 
of the ball to trip the mechanism such 
are not practical to put on boats. How- 
ever, the football, golf, baseball and the 
pin games have been very successful.” 


In addition to this pioneer work in 
building high-grade games and develop- 
ing new fields for their location the 
Chester-Pollard company has now de- 
veloped the idea of Sportland, a regis- 
tered trade-mark idea to cover an indoor 
amusement parlor or hall including 4 
variety of games. Restricted territory is 
given to operators on this new idea, and 
there are 34 of them now in existence, 
and 50 per cent of them have been in 
operation for the last 12 months in 
suburban districts and outlying towns. 
The continuous success of theSe sport- 
lands is felt by the originators to be very 
encouraging. 


When an operator desires to establish 
one of these amusement halls the com- 
pany will furnish a layout plan made 
especially for the floor space he has 
avaflable. The sportland is made to 
center around a number of table games 
similar to table tennis or ping-pong, 
which is included in the group. Then 4 
special section for coin-operated games 
is set off, which means that the auto- 
matic trade has a new type of location 
developing. A concession for a soda 
fountain is also recommended for the 
sportlands, and to add to the profits 
of the place articles of merchandise that 
appeal to sport-loving people may be 
offered for sale also.

machines that has lately come into be- 
ing in metropolitan New York. This or- 
ganization seeks to secure co-operation 
among the recognized automatic jobbers 
and to secure the establishment of trade 
ethics among them. 

He is also interested in civic and phil- 
anthropic enterprises and is thus con- 
nected with many of those associations 
interested in the welfare of New York 
City and its environs.

A large part of this money 
was used to buy cigarets, Easter baskets 
and Christmas gifts for veterans in local 
hospitals. As conditions got worse and 
more members lost their jobs or had 
salaries cut the card games became less 
frequent, finally stopping altogether. 
In desperation, the house committee of 
the club decided to let Operator Carras 
install a machine in the Legion building.
